Pollution Chief 
Must Make Reply

SAN FRANCISCO - The top 
administrator of the Bay Area 
\ir Pollution Control District 
was ordered yesterday to an­ 
swer charges by a district di­ 
rector that he consistently has 
coddled polluters. 


Director William R. Jelavich 
charged almost eight months 
ago that D. J. Callaghan had “a 
clear and pronounced sympathy 
for the interests of big.industri- 
al polluters, and has actively 
aided and abetted industry ef­ 
forts to influence district poli­ 
cies.” 


Aside from a four-paragraph 
denunciation last March of the 
charges as “ vicious, slanderous 
nonsense.” Callaghan never has 
responded to the 66 pages of 
charges, despite frequent de­ 
mands by Jelavich that he do 
so. 
The stalemate wras broken by 
a demand by a legislative com­ 
mittee investigating the district 
and Callaghan. Assemblyman 


M arch K. Fong. D-Oakland. 
asked that Callaghan reply to 
the charges so they could be 
considered in a hearing her 
environmental quality commit­ 
tee is to hold on the district. 
Board chairman Robert B. St. 
Clair earlier this month ordered 
Callaghan 
to 
ignore her re­ 
quest. an order Jelavich yester­ 
day declared St. Clair made 
without any authority. 
Their argument was cut short 
by a motion by Marin County 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr. that Callaghan reply within 
six weeks. The Fong committee 
hearings had been scheduled 
for next Thursday and Friday 
in San Francisco, but have been 
postponed until some time after 
the Nov. 7 election because too

paigning.

Envoy Dies; 
U.S. Admits 
Mission Hit 


PARIS I CPU - French diplo­ 
mat Pierre Susmi, 52. died to­ 
day of burns and other injuries 
suffered in Hanoi Oct. 11 when 
A m erican planes destroyed 
much of the French mission 
during an air raid over the 
North Vietnamese capital. 
In 
W ashington, 
Pentagon 
spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim 
admitted for the first time that 
it probably was an American 
bomb that hit the French mis­ 
sion. He said it probably was 
caused by a mechanical m al­ 
function in the bomb release 
system that made the weapon 
break away from the aircraft 
late. 
U.S. defense officials said 
e a rlie r the d a m ag e to the 
F rench legation might have 
been caused by a surface-to-air 
SAM missile that fell back into 
the heart of Hanoi and exploded 
on impact. 
“ We’ve obviously looked into 
this with all the resources 
available to us,” he said. 
Friedheim said it had been 
impossible to determine wheth­ 
er any planes passed directly 
over the French mission on 
their way to and from their rail 
yard target, hut that some air­ 
craft did pass over parts of 
Hanoi. “Specifically over that 
building,” he 
said, 
"I don’t 
know.” 
Friedheim did say, however, 
it appeared none of the planes 
was off course and that none of

“ Revenue sharing will give 
the hard pressed governments 
the dollars they need so badly. 
But. just as importantly, it will 
give them the freedom they 
need to use those dollars as 
effectively as possible.” 
The President flew by heli­ 
copter from the White House to 
Philadelphia 
for the appear­ 
ance which the White House 
billed as nonpolitical. But the 
trip gave the President an op­ 
portunity to underscore several 
of his campaign themes. 
He predicted many states and 
localities, which will receive 
the 
first $5.3 billion in two 
p ay m e n ts in D ecem ber and 
early January, would use the 
funds to reduce property, sales 
and income taxes. 
Other communities, he said, 
will use the funds for better 
schools and hospitals, more po­ 
licem en.

The President promised to 
keep the program free of bu­ 
reaucratic red tape as well. 


“ States and cities will not

Thieu: Peace Bid 
Rejected By Nixon

The leg isla to rs said Thieu 
told a conference of about 40 
members of the National As­ 
sembly Thursday night that the 
North Vietnamese had proposed 
the cease-fire to be followed by 
a coalition government extend­ 
ing from the national down to 
the hamlet level in South Viet­ 
nam.

Jets Bomb 
To Save 
Viet Base 


SAIGON (UPI)—U.S. w a r ­ 
planes bombed in 15-minute re­ 
lays Friday to save a vital 
government base in the Central 
Highlands from being overrun 
by North Vietnamese troops. 
Other U.S. jets struck heavily 
in the Saigon area where Com­ 
munist forces cut a key produce 
supply route to the capital. 


South Vietnamese troops bat­ 
tled the Communists only eight 
miles from the capital, where 
White House adviser Henry A 
Kissinger met in another day of 
critical talks with P re sid en t 
Nguyen Van Thieu and South 
V ietn am 's National Security 
Council. 


Over North Vietnam, Ameri­ 
can warplanes inflicted “exten­ 
sive dam age” to the Yen Bai 
railroad yard 86 miles north­ 
west of Hanoi, destroying 25 per 
cent of the yards, an Air Force 
communique said Friday. 


At the C entral H ighlands 
town of My Thach, 20 miles 
south of Pleiku provincial capi­ 
tal and 210 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, about 500 North Vietnam­ 
ese troops struck from three 
directions early Friday in an 
attempt to overrun the prov­ 
ince’s tactical command post in 
the center of town, UPI report­ 
er Matt Franjoli said. 


The Communist troops 
got 
within 300 yards of the post at 
one point, and government offi­ 
cers on the ground radioed they 
would have to flee unless U.S. 
jets could be called in immedi­ 
ately. 


In Saigon Friday, there was a 
shortage of vegetables in the 
m a rk e tp la ce s, and what r e ­ 
mained was about three times 
the normal price. 


North of Saigon Friday, gov­ 
ernment soldiers reoccupied An 
Thanh hamlet, eight miles from 
the capital, which was captured 
Thursday by the Communists.

O ly m p ic w r e s t l e r R ic h a rd 
Sanders died in an auto acci­ 
dent in southern Y ugoslavia 
earlier this week, U.S. consu­ 
late officials said today. 


Officials said they received

to ship Sanders’ 
body home to Portland, Oregon. 


Sanders, 27, died Wednesday. 
He won a silver medal for his 
country in the 126 lb. wrestling 
class at the Munich Olympic 
Games.

college student 
from Portland, died with Helen 
A ntoinette T orre, a student 
from San Franscisco State Col­ 
lege and an unidentified Yugo­ 
slav. 
Consulate officials said Sand­ 
ers and Miss Torre apparently 
were hitchhiking through Yugo­ 
slavia on their way to Greece, 
when they were picked up by 
Yugoslav driver in Ljubljana, 
northern Yugoslavia. 
The Land Rover swerved out 
of control on the co u n try 's 
North-South autoroute six miles 
north of Skopje, southern Yugo­ 
slavia.

Researchers Isolate 
Heart Attack Agent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -P re s i­ 
dent Nixon will veto some ap­ 
propriations bills and impound 
money to keep federal spending 
within $250 billion this fiscal 
year, according to administra­ 
tion spokesmen 
The first decisions on where 
to cut are expected next week. 
John D. Ehrlichman, Nixon’s 
top domestic adviser, said there 
were questions about the legali­ 
ty of impounding, but it would 
be used anyway in much the 
manner that presidents since 
Thomas Jefferson have used it. 
Treasury Secretary George 
P. Shultz said Nixon would im­ 
pound funds and refuse to 
spend whatever it took to pare 
the budget to $250 billion 


“The President is not going 


along with the big spending, tax 


happy attitude that is so evi­ 
dent,” Shultz said. 


Shultz said he was “ very 
disappointed” that Congress 
had rejected the $250 billion 
ceiling, but noted that it had 
included some legislative lan­ 
guage acknowledging the Presi­ 
dent’s right to impound appro­ 
priated money if he feels it 
necessary. 


But E hrlichm an said the 
spending line would not be so 
hard as Shultz indicated. 


Shultz and Ehrlichman spoke 
at separate news briefings 
Thursday. 


HOBART. Tasmania (UPlT— 
A group of medical researchers 
has isolated and identified the 
fatty substance which acts as a 
clotting agent in heart attacks. 
One of the researchers said he 
believes isolation of the fat may 
rule out cholesterol as a major 
cause of heart disease. 
Dr R.S. Parsons, a member 
of the research team at the 
University of Tasmania, said 
Thursday that their findings 
indicated that a more impor­ 
tant factor in preventing heart 
attacks was to find a method of 
controlling the behavior of the 
fat, which builds up at times of 
stress. 
The team hopes the discovery 
will lead to a preventive for the 
blood clots which cause heart 
attacks. 


Withdrawal 
Of Nixon 
Defeat Call 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
- The California AFL-CIO. 
warned of a potentially disas­ 
trous ‘‘dread confrontation” 
with powerful national presi­ 
dent George Meany, has be- 
grudingly withdrawn a call to 
its 1.6 million members to de­ 
feat President Nixon. 
But in its place, the political 
campaign contribution arm of 
the state labor federation voted 
Thursday’ to urge Meany to 
reconsider his announced neu­ 
trality in the presidential cam­ 
paign and “take all appropriate 
steps” to sink Nixon's reelec- 
tion. 
The action represented a de­ 
feat for supporters of Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee 
George McGovern at a tumul­ 
tuous special convention of the 
federation’s Committee on Po­ 
litical Education (COPE). They 
worked to block any watering 
down of the organization’s anti- 
Nixon stand. 
At San Francisco last month, 
COPE adopted a policy state­ 
ment urging California union 
members to defeat Nixon. 
Meany ordered the California 
stance abandoned. He insisted 
it violated the national AFL- 
CIO Executive Council’s neu­ 
tral 
position and was the 
“ equivalent’’ of an endorse­ 
ment of McGovern. 
Headed by state labor chief 
John Henning, leaders of COPE 
prepared a substitute declara­ 
tion which was still highly criti­ 
cal of Nixon but did not call for 
the President’s defeat in as 
clear terms. 


Mexican Quake 


BOULDER. Colo. (UPD-The 
National Earthquake Informa­ 
tion Center reported a large 
earthquake early today off the 
coast of Mexico. 150 miles west 
of Manzanillo. 
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The researchers included 
John B. Polya, associate profes­ 
sor of chemistry, and Parsons, 
a senior research fellow in the 
department. They said they had 
been able to isolate the fatty 
clotting agent while investigat­ 
ing the role played by choles­ 
terol in blockage of arteries. 
The body produces large quant­ 
ities of the fatty substances at 
times of excitement or stress. 


Parsons said he and Polya 
will now try to find out why the 
blood coagulates or forms a 
clot. He said that if it could be 
discovered why blood clots, it 
may be possible to stop it and 
thereby prevent heart attacks 
caused by such clots. 


Parsons said what puzzles 
them is the apparerently con­ 
tradictory influence of choles­ 
terol. 


They said cholesterol appar­ 
ently slows the rate of blood 
coagulation but at the same 
time acts as an agent to inhibit 
the destruction of coagulants 
already created. 
A lthough ch o lestero l a p ­ 
peared to be present in large 
number of heart attacks, it may 
not be a significant factor, he 
said. 
Parsons said keeping people 
from undergoing stress was an 
obvious solution but not one 
appropriate in today’s world. 
He said the age group which 
fell victim to heart disease was 
becoming younger every year. 
He said the researchers iso­ 
lated the fat using a technique 
of thin layer chromotography 
widely used in the detection of 
narcotics by forensic scientists. 


McGovern Light-Heartedly Hits 
Bugging At Al Smith Gathering 


NEW YORK (UPI>—George 
S. McGovern and Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew sat one 
chair apart Thursday at an A1 
Smith Memorial dinner. The 
politics were serious but the 
quips were more light-hearted. 
“ I’m sorry that Mr. Nixon 
could not be with us tonight,” 
said McGovern, the Democratic 
presidential nominee. “But I’m 
sure somewhere, somehow, he’s 
listening in.” Nixon sent Agnew 
to the dinner as his surrogate. 
The wisecrack, alluding to 
the alleged bugging of the Dem­ 
ocratic headquarters by the op­ 
position party, evoked laughter 
among the hundreds of guests, 
including Catholic layman and 
wealthy New Yorkers, at the 
white tie gathering at the Wal­ 
dorf Astoria. 
McGovern sat one chair away 
from Agnew, who was the rank­ 
ing guest at the head table next 
to Cardinal Terence Cooke, 
archbishop of New York.

Hired Killer 
On FBI's List 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-M ace 
Brown, a convicted hired killer 
who staged a daring escape 
from the District of Columbia’s 
century old jail Oct. 2, was 
added today to the FBI’s list of 
the 10 most wanted fugitives. 
Brown, 29, of Birmingham, 
Ala., was convicted in Febru­ 
ary, 1971, of the first degree 
murder of a potential witness in 
a major narcotics case. Brown 
was sentenced to death after 
being convicted of shooting the 
victim in the back of the head. 
Brown was being held on 
death row pending an appeal 
when he and seven fellow in­ 
mates cut through steel bars 
and broke through a m etal 
screen and a glass skylight to 
reach the roof of the maximum 
security section of the jail. The 
men then lowered themselves 
to the ground on a fire hose and 
climbed two 12-foot fences to 
leave the prison grounds. 


Thomas E. Dewey. Gallup and 
other pollsters this year show 
McGovern far behind.

The White House announced 
yesterday that the second ma­ 
jor round of SALT will start in 
Geneva Nov. 21.

WASHINGTON (U P D -T he 
Navy endured ribbing last year 
when it announced that after 
two centuries it was dropping 
bellbottoms just as they were 
coming into civilian fashion. 
Now is is putting flares back on 
its trousers. 
“The Navy is where it all 
started, and we had second 
thoughts about dropping bell­ 
bottoms,” an official of the 
Navy Uniform Board said to­ 
day. 
The Navy felt the barbs of 
critics who pointed out that 
seam en were going straight 
legged just when civilians were 
going to bells. The new uniform 
also made obsolete the recruit­ 
ing theme symbolized in a post- 
ar that shows a sailor in pea 
jacket and bellbottoms above 
the caption, “Where The Mod 
Look Began.” 


Visa Cost Waived 


MOSCOW (UPI>-Forty Jew­ 
ish families from Leningrad, 
Vilnius and Riga received per­ 
mission to emigrate to Israel 
without paying the required 
reimbursement to the state for 
the cost of higher education, 
Communist sources said today. 
The group includes at least 40 
college graduates who, if the 
recent law on the subject had 
been applied literally would 
have had to pay more than 
$200,000 for their exit visas. 


The news followed a similar 
Soviet waiver Wednesday of the 
education levy for 19 Jewish 
families who were originally 
required to pay about $300,000 
for their travel documents. 
These developments confirm 
the statement made to the UPI 
last week by high Soviet offi­ 
cials who said that the law 
would be applied flexibly on an 
individual basis. 


War Call Rejected 


BELFAST (UPI)-A call to war 
from the leader of the Protes­ 
tant Vanguard Movement Wil­ 
liam Craig was rejected in al­ 
most all quarters today—even 
by his own second-in-command. 
The verbal storm came after 
new violence overshadowed the 
quietest night Belfast had expe­ 


rienced this week. Gunmen to­ 
day opened up on an Ulster 
Defense Regiment soldier in 
Portadown, hitting him in the 
back. An army spokesman said 
he was seriously injured. At the 
same time, a Roman Catholic 
church in Feystown, County An­ 
trim, was bombed and badly 
damaged, but there were no 
casualties, the spokesman said. 


Last night, sniper fire wound­ 
ed two British soldiers in pre­ 
dominantly Protestant East 
Belfast and a bomb wrecked a 
British customs post in Belleek 
on the Irish Republic border. 


Holdout Killed 


MANILA (UPI>—National po­ 
lice said today one of its patrols 
killed a Japanese World War II 
soldier hiding out in the moun­

Women Teachers Displayed At Church 
Protest Hiring 


Women teachers in the Tam- 
alpais High School District 
have protested addition of an­ 
other male to the district’s ad­ 
ministrative staff, complaining 
that no attempt was made to 
recruit a qualified woman for 
the post. 
“ There is only one full-time 
woman in an administrative 
post in the district, and there 
are no female administrators at 
Tamalpais High School,” com­ 
plained the district Women's 
Task Force.

Poncia. a Tomales dairym an, 
who said the plan offered no 
solution to the problem s of 
ranchers —some of whom want 
to get out of agriculture and 
others who want to continue. 
The plan, he said, proposes the 
entire area rem ain in agricul­ 
ture without regard for types of 
land and its use. 


They were supported later by 
Daniel H. Goltz of San Ansel- 
mo, who suggested agricultural 
areas be surveyed to determ ine 
which lands could support agri­ 
culture. 


Lands which cannot, he said, 
should not be restricted in the 
sam e m anner as agricultural 
lands as is now proposed under 
A-60 zoning. He suggested that 
such lands be designated open 
space and possibly purchased 
by the county. 
“ I think that's a sim plistic 
answer to a very complicated 
p ro b lem .' responded Council 
Chairm an George C. Quesada 
of Novato.

Third quarter transportation 
costs rose 1.7 per cent; food 
prices 1.2 per cent, health and 
recreation costs 0.8 per cent, 
and housing 0.6 per cent. 
Compared with Septem ber a 
y ear ago, last m onth's food 
prices were up 6.2 per cent; 
housing 4.3 per cent; apparel 
and upkeep 2.7 per cent, trans­ 
p o rtatio n 3.6 per cen t, and 
health and recreation 2.6 per 
cent. 
The Septem ber increase, at 
an annual rate of 4.8 per cent 
exceeded the inflation level ta r­ 
get of President Nixon of 2 to 3 
per cent, and represented bad 
news for the White House less 
than three weeks before the 
election. 
But the BLS pointed out that 
the annual rate of increase in 
the CPI during the first 1C 
m onths of the adm inistration’s 
P h ase If econom ic controls 
through Septem ber was only 3.5 
per cent. 
And it said average earnings 
of American w orkers continued 
to keep ahead of rising prices.

The bureau said alm ost half 
the Septem ber increase in the

sales ended and new fall and 
w inter clothing was introduced. 
W om en’s and g irls ’ clothing 
prices shot up 3.4 per cent while 
t hose for men and boys went up 
half that much. 1.7 per cent. 
The index for food purchased 
in grocery stores, which usually 
declines in Septem ber, went up 
0.1 per cent despite the drop in 
beef and fresh fruit and vegeta­ 
ble prices. The index for food in 
restaurants shot up 0.5 per cent 
for the second month in a row.

The a n tic ip a te d cro ss-o v er 
rate am ong Dem ocrats repre­ 
sents a 20-year peak and con­ 
trasts with an average figure of 
22 per cent in the past five 
presidential elections, the poll 
said Thursday. 


The poll was based on a 
survey of 2,650 registered vot­ 
ers Sept. 29 to Oct. 9. 


The poll said that over the 
past two decades the defection 
rate am ong Republicans has 
gone no higher than 14 per cent 
except once — in 1964, when 20 
per cent of Republicans voted 
for form er President Lyndon B. 
Johnson over Republican Sen. 
B arry Goldwater of Arizona. 
The new poll also reported 
that voters under 30 years old 
preferred Nixon over Demo­

c a n d id a te 
G e o rg e 
McGovern by 51 to 45 per cent 
— the only time a Republican 
candidate has gained the edge 
am ong younger voters, except 
in the 1956 election.

Cotati Seeks 
Refunds For 
Cable Users 


The Cotati City Council last 
night called for refunds for 
cable television customers on 
last-month deposits despite 
company complaints that some 
residents are generally bad 
credit risks. 
Several residents complained 
that Storer Cable Television re­ 
quires both first and last month 
payments before service is pro­ 
vided. Some said the $5 final 
month’s payment is returned 
only when service is discontin­ 
ued, noting that there are per­ 
sons who live in Cotati perma­ 
nently. 
Jack Harper, district manag­ 
er for Storer, told the council 
the advance payment is a 
“ business necessity” to protect 
the company’s investment in 
equipment in each home. He 
said funds are used to cover 
losses from persons who move 
without making payments. 
“ Cotati is above average on 
skips,” Harpr said to chuckles 
from the audience. 
The council generally agreed 
that Storer, like other utilities, 
should return the $5 deposit 
after one year or when good 
credit has been established.

Cooling-Off Period 
Given To Customers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
Federal Trade Commission rule 
gives persons who buy goods 
from door-to-door salesmen a 
three-day cooling-off period to 
decide whether they want to 
keep the merchandise. 
If the customer decides to' 
return the product, he can do so 
without penalty or fee, accord­ 
ing to the new trade regulation 
announced yesterday. 
The new regulation is de­ 
signed to counter such door-to- 
door sales tactics as high-pres­ 
sure sales pitches, misrepresen­ 
tations of the nature and price 


of the product, false-savings 
claims and the nuisance creat­ 
ed by the uninvited salesman in 
the home who refuses to leave 
until a sale is made, the FTC 
said. 
The new rule applies only to 
door-to-door sales costing more 
than $25. the FTC said. It said 
the rule is based on the theory 
that during the three days the 
customer considers the wisdom 
of his purchase and then de­ 
cides whether to keep the item. 
Among the provisions of the 
rule are: 
The sellers must furnish the 


buyer with a contract and an 
explanation of the cancellation 
right in the same language as 
that used in the sales presenta­ 
tion, such as Spanish. 
At the time of the sale, the 
seller must provide the buyer 
with both a separate written 
notice and oral explanation of 
the right to cancel the sale. 
Upon cancellation, the buyer 
must make available at his 
residence any goods which have- 
been delivered. If they are not 
picked up within 20 business 
days after the sale has been 
canceled, the buyer may keep 
them. The seller must pay all 
expenses associated with the 
return shipment of the goods.

Six Americans Sweep Nobel 
Prizes In Chemistry, Physics 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Six 
American scientists scored a 
clean sweep today of the Nobel 
Prize awards for chemistry and 
physics. 
Throe 
shared 
the 
ch em istry 
prize 
and 
three 
shared the physics prize, each 
worth $100,000. 
The physics prize went to 
profs. John Bardeen of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois—the first man 
to win two Nobel Prizes for 
physics—and to Leon N Cooper 
of Brown University and John 
Robert Schrieffer of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania. They 
share the prize equally. 
The chemistry prize went to 
Dr Christian B. Anfinsen of the 
National Institutes of Health, 
Bethesda. Md . and Drs. Stan­ 
ford 
Moore and 
William II 
Stein of Rockefeller University 
in New York. 
Anfinsen was 
awarded half of the prize and 
the other half was shared by 
Moore and Stein. 
The physics prize was award­ 
ed to B ardeen. Cooper and 
Schrieffer for their study in the 
superconductivity of m etals 
cooled almost to absolute z e ro - 
studies of vast importance to 
the electrical industry. Bardeen 
had shared a previous physics 
prize in 1956 for inventing tran­ 
sistors. 
Anfinsen won his chemistry 
prize for his work on ribonu- 
clease, especially concerning 
the connection between the 
amino acid sequence and the 
biologically active co n fo rm a­ 
tion"—studies into the chemis­ 
try of the chromosome and the 
gene. the factors which deter­ 
mine heredity. 
Moore and Stem won their 
award for “ their contribution to 
the understanding of the con­ 
n ec tio n b etw e en c h e m ic a l 
structure and catalytic activity 
of the active center of the 
ribonuclease molecule. ’ the 
Swedish Academy of Sciences 
announced. 
A spokesman at Rockefeller 
t niversity said this referred to 
“the genetic structure of the 
chromosome and gene, impor­ 
tant 
links in unraveling the 
molecular structure of the ge 
netic m aterial which d e te r­ 
mines heredity." 
Ribonuclease. an enzyme, al­ 
so has been described as a 
major link in the chain of hu­ 
man life. 
Swedish commentators said 
the work of the Nobel Prize 
winners had been of major im­ 
portance 
in the attempts to 
create life artificially although 
the\ 
have not 
been directly 
connected with such work. 
The academy said the chem­ 
istry 
Nobel

w inners 
"have made fundamental con­ 
tributions to enzyme chemis­ 
try." 
The academy said enzvmes 


life." 
Anfinsen s investigations 
have pro\ ided the answer to an 
important question concerning 
:he way in which the active 
enzym e is form ed in living 
cells." the academy said 
"Moore and Stein have eluci­ 
dated important principles re­ 
lated to the biological activity

“ In sum m ary, it may he said 
that Anfinsen, Moore and Stein,

With today’s three Nobel lau­ 
reates the United States has 
won 19 chemistry awards.

Schmitz, nominated by the San 
Rafael Board of Education, Au­ 
drey Miller, nominated by the 
L a g u n i ta s School D is tr ic t 
board, and Mrs. Edw in F., 
Gardner, nominated by a com­ 
munity member. 


An election for the two seats 
will be held at the committee's 
annual meeting on Oct. 31 at 8 
p.m. at the county schools of­ 
fice, said Amato.

I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - Total 
development of a 77-acre Corte 
Madera marshland was pro­ 
posed yesterday, the same 
marshland 
earmarked 
last 
month by citizens at a town 
meeting for preservation in a 
bond issue. 


Five previous development 
proposals for the marsh would 
have preserved more than half 
of it in its natural state, yet 
were rejected by the Bay Con­ 


servation and Development 
Commission. 


The latest application thus 
was seen as an opening move in 
a court challenge that the com­ 
mission has inversely con­ 
demned the marsh. 


Frank J. Heerdt, owner of the 
marsh, and Frank M. Burke of 
San Rafael, who long has been 
frustrated by the commission in 
his plans for the property, pro­ 
posed filling 47 acres and 
dredging the remaining 30 for a 
marina. 


The commission is scheduled 
to hear the proposal on Dec. 7. 
The applicants face an even 
more difficult attempt this time 
to win passage: they not only 
preserve none of the marsh, but 
under new statewide require­ 


ments must survive an environ­ 
mental impact statement. 


Their application also calls 
for a boatel and boat repair and 
building facilities. Some 200 ci­ 
tizens at the Sept. 30 town 
meeting passed a resolution 
calling for a bond issue as soon 
as possible to buy the marsh 
and other open space.

Hurt Search 


For Boggs 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
— While rescue coordinators 
awaited results of a probe by a 
sophisticated military surveil­ 
lance plane, rain, snow and fog 
curtailed the search today for a 
long-missing plane with House 
Majority Leader Hale Boggs 
and three others aboard. 


Despite the unfavorable con­ 
ditions, however, some planes 
took to the air at first light to 
resume their search of the 56,- 
000-square mile area between 
Anchorage and Juneau on Alas­ 
ka’s nigged coast, where the 
light plane disappeared Mon­ 
day. 


While some 60 planes flew 
over areas not socked in by 
storms and fog, three Coast 
Guard cutters cruised Prince 
William Sound and the Gulf of 
Alaska looking for any oil slick 
or debris that might indicate 
the plane crashed into the icy 
waters. 
So far, Air Force and Civil 
Air Patrol planes and helicop­ 
ters along with Army and Coast 
Guard craft have flown more 
than 300 hours of search mis­ 
sions. 
Aboard the lost twin-engine 
Cessna 310 with Boggs, 58, were 
Alaska’s lone congressman, 
Rep. Nick Begich,..40; Russell 
Brown, 37, a Begich aide; and 
the pilot, Don E. Jonz, 38, of 
Fairbanks. 
Today’s weather was in sharp 
contrast to clear skies Thurs­ 
day that allowed full-scale aeri­ 
al activity including use of the 
Air Force’s top-secret 2,000- 
mile-an-hour SR71 reconnaiss­ 
ance craft. 


Consumer 
Group Hits 


Airlines 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Ralph Nader-backed consumer 
group today accused 11 of the 
nation’s airlines of fixing prices 
for liquor and in-flight movies 
that discriminate against econ­ 
omy class passengers. 
The Aviation Consumer Ac­ 
tion Project (ACAP), filed a 
complaint with the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board alleging that the 
airlines*— American, United, 
TWA, Eastern. Delta, Braniff, 
National, Northwest, Continen­ 
tal, Allegheny, and Western— 
offer movies and drinks to first 
class passengers without 
charge but do charge coach 
passengers $2 for movies and $1 
a drink for liquor. 
The petition claimed that the 
“ uniform charges” were set by 
joint agreements among the 
airlines in 1966, but the agree­ 
ments were never approved by 
the CAB as required by law’. 
According to the petition, the 
charges also “ discriminate 
against non-users” of the serv­ 
ices and give, “ undue or unjust 
preferential treatment to first 
class passengers.” 
K.G.J. Pillai, executive direc­ 
tor of ACAP, told the board that 
the first class passenger “ gets 
80 per cent more space in the 
airliner than does the coach 
passenger, and the cost of food 
served in first class is 100 per 
cent more than the cost of food. 
served in coach class.” 
But he said the first class 
passenger pays only 25 per cent 
to 30 per cent more than the 
coach fare. “ The lower class 
passengers who already subsi­ 
dize the cost of first class serv­ 
ice should not be asked to pay 
additional amounts to provide 
free movies and liquor to first 
class passengers,” P illa i 
argued. 
The CAB should force the 
airlines to set a charge “ rea­ 
sonably related to the cost of 
providing in-flight movies and 
liquor, and to impose such 
charge on an equitable basis in 
all class of the airliner,” Pillani 
told the board. 
He also said that TWA told 
the CAB that it would cut the 
price of its movies to $1 effec­ 
tive April 1. But Pillai said 
TWA "continues to charge $2 
per passenger.” He urged the 
board to force TWA to refund 
the excess charges collected for 
the use of the movies since 
April 1. 


Japanese Youths 
Attack Army Depot 


TOKYO (U PI)-Fo u r Japa­ 
nese youths broke into a U.S. 
Army depot outside Tokyo to­ 
day and hurled three fire 
bombs at tank repair facilities. 
There was no damage and po­ 
lice said they arrested all four 
youths. 
The depot was the scene of 
w ild demonstrations in Septem­ 
ber by leftist student and union­ 
ists who opposed the shipment 
of U.S. tanks and armored per­ 
sonnel carriers through Japa­ 
nese bases. They said the vehi­ 
cles were sent to Vietnam. 


Dutch P.M. Wants Democracy 
In Market; He Threatens Veto 
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PARIS (UPI>—Barend Biesh- 
euvel is a huge man, six feet 
six inches tall, and, like most 
Dutchmen, a little stubborn. 


His mind, he said, is made up 
now. Unless the other eight 
nations in the European Com­ 
mon Market start injecting 
some democracy into Market 
matters, the Netherlands will 
stand in the w'ay of economic 
inity. 


Biesheuvel is the prime min­ 
ister of the Netherlands. With 
the premiers of the other na­ 
tions of the enlarged Common 


Market, he is attending the 
European summit meeting 
which went into its second and 
last day today. 


The Netherlands is one of the 
smaller Common Market na­ 
tions. But under Market prac­ 
tice, all nations, no matter how 
small, have a veto on important 
matters and Biesheuvel startled 
the summit by threatening to 
use it. 


The Netherlands, like several 
other Market nations, wants to 
see the Market become a true 
democratic government, with 


powers for the executive com­ 
mission in Brussels and for the 
European Parliament in Stras­ 
bourg. Particularly, he would 
like the Parliament, now ap­ 
pointed, directly elected. 


He told the summit Thursday 
that the Netherlands had to be 
satisfied that all this was in the 
works. Otherwise, he said, his 
country would block the Com­ 
mon Market’s move to the 
“ second stage” of its economic 
and monetary union. 


This monetary union is a pet 
project of French President 


Georges Pompidou who. not so 
coincidentally, is the leading 
opponent of speedy moves to­ 
ward the kind of political unity 
that Biesheuvel wants. 


Because of its size, the Neth­ 
erlands by itself might not be 
able to keep up its veto against 
French pressure. But West Ger­ 
man sources said Chancellor 
Willy Brandt felt just as strong­ 
ly as Biesheuvel about it. 


So far, the Common Market 
is only a trading and customs 
union, with a good start toward 
an economic union. Almost no 
progress toward a political un­ 
ion—with a true parliament and 
a strong government—has been 
made in its 15 years. 
The Netherlands and the oth- 


er eight countries already have 
agreed on two key economic 
steps—a common fight against 
inflation and a European Mone­ 
tary Fund,

Meyer told the Independent- 
Journal he had invited public 
scrutiny of his operation so that 
if the snafu occurs again at the 
November election, his office 
will not be clouded. 


Meyer, who maintains the 
U.S. Postal Service is at fault, 
pointed to a complex system of 
checks and cross checks per­ 
formed by his office to insure 
each voter is mailed ballot in­ 
formation. 
Last June, controversy erupt­ 
ed when between 3 and 5 per 
cent of the 108,000 primary elec­ 
tion sample ballots failed to 
reach addresses. 
The elections office blamed 
the post office for failing to 
deliver dozens of properly ad­ 
dressed election packets. The 
post office, in turn, blamed the 
county for using an out-of-date 
mailing list and improperly ad­ 
dressing envelopes. 
Yesterday, both sides repeat­ 
ed their criticisms and said 
there were no plans to change 
procedures for handling the 
mail. 
Meyer said he had set up 
yesterday’s tour of his office’s 
ballot stuffing operation “ to 
protect the voters, this office 
and the taxpayers.” 
If a mailing foul-up of sample 
ballots occurs for the Novem­ 
ber election, he said, he doesn’t 
want his office clouded by the 
controversy which will follow.

Ex-Dancer Charged 
With Welfare Fraud 


A young woman who claimed 
she couldn’t continue her ca­ 
reer as a topless dancer be­ 
cause of a back injury was 
charged yesterday in Marin 
Municipal Court with welfare 
fraud and illegally obtaining 
food stamps. 


The tall. 27-year-old w’oman, 
who yesterday gave two ver­ 
sions of what her real name is, 
has run into trouble in three 
counties after a computer 
turned up a Social Security 
number being used in too many 
places. 


Investigators say Lia Culclea- 
sure Stahrlite, the name she 
gave Judge Robert A. Small- 
man, may have received five 
separate welfare checks during 
one month this year from Ma­ 
rin, San Francisco and Alame­ 
da counties. 


They say this was in addition 
to a $125-a-week pay check she 
received as a furniture refinish­ 
er. 


Her income probably reached 
$1,200 a month before she left 
her job last June, according to 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Milton M. 
Hyams. No estimate w-as given 
of the total public aid she is 
said to have obtained. 
The woman told a probation 
officer yesterday her name is 
Alicia Stephenson and that she 
is a student at Chabot College 
in Oakland. After the probation 
officer described her as a “ per­ 
son who moves frequently,’’ 


Judge Smallman refused to re­ 
duce her bail from $5,000, and 
she remained in jail. 


She also faces charges of 
writing bad checks in San Fran­ 
cisco and San Jose. 


Hyams said the woman, who 
also has used the names Lia 
Culcleasure and Lia Stanton, 
began receiving aid in Marin in 
January 1971, but it was discon­ 
tinued last month when investi­ 
gators learned about possibly 
unreported income. 


She had given a Fairfax ad­ 
dress in Marin. 
Also discontinued in Septem­ 
ber was aid she had been re­ 
ceiving in San Francisco for 
her child and aid for the totally 
disabled she had been getting 
there for three years. 
To obtain the latter, she re­ 
portedly told officials she was 
prevented from dancing topless 
because of a bad back. 
She was arrested Wednesday 
by Marin investigator Randy L. 
Hisely at the Alameda County 
welfare office, where she also 
received aid. 
The possible fraud was un­ 
covered by a computer in a new 
state system which turned up 
the same Social Security num­ 
ber in use in Marin and San 
Francisco. 
In additu u to the welfare 
charges, she is to return to 
court today to plead to a misde­ 
meanor count of obtaining $46 
worth of food stamps to which 
she allegedly was not entitled.

On a walkthrough tour of the 
ballot stuffing operation, Asst. 
Elections Officer Anthony Gul- 
lotta described a system of 
checks and double-checks in­ 
volving control sheets, comput­ 
er lists and voter affidavits.

Precinct cards with the same 
code are forwarded to the de­ 
partment’s “ stuffing machine” 
which assembles the appropri­ 
ate ballot information for that 
precinct. 
After the precinct address 
cards, sample ballots and ballot 
information have been stuffed 
into envelopes by the machine, 
the number of envelopes is dou­ 
ble checked with the number of 
registered voters in that pre­ 
cinct.

Study Set 
On Waste- 
Smog Link 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The 
state Water Resources Control 
Board said today it will study 
how much the expansion of 
wastewater treatment facilities 
contributes to smog in critical 
air pollution areas. 


The board said the study was 
prompted by requests from 
John A. Maga, executive officer 
of the board, and Paul De Falco 
Jr. of the San Francisco office 
of the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency. 
John Nelson, the board’s 
manager of the Clear Water 
Grant Program, said Maga and 
the EPA indicated that in­ 
creased capacity of sewerage 
treatment facilities can support 
more growth and development 
which in turn could worsen the 
air pollution problem. 
Nelson said the board be­ 
lieves Los Angeles, Sacramento 
and San Jose areas are the 
main “ critical air areas” in 
California. 
He said the board will receive 
testimony at hearings on the 
need to limit clean water grants 
for treatment projects in criti­ 
cal air basins. The state and 
federal grants are allocated to 
local communities for construc­ 
tion and improvement of treat­ 
ment facilities. 
“ The proposed change in reg­ 
ulations would merely elimi­ 
nate support of surplus capaci­ 
ty (in treatment facilities) with 
grants derived from all the 
taxpayers,” he said.

To Honor 


Tom Storke 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 
The memory of Thomas M. 
Storke, late Pulitzer Prize-win­ 
ning publisher of the Santa 
Barbara News-Press, will be 
honored at Stanford University 
by a professorship established 
in his name, acting Stanford 
president William F. Miller an­ 
nounced today. 


The distinguished chair in the 
Department of Communication 
is to be known as the Thomas 
More Storke Professorship and 
endowed by Storke’s widow, 
Marian, and by the Thomas 
More Storke Foundation. 


A seventh'generation Califor­ 
nian, Storke borrowed $2,000 at 
age 24 to buy the Santa Barba­ 
ra Independent, acquired two 
other local papers in ensuing 
years, merged them all in 1938, 
and in 1964 sold the News-Press 
to Robert McLean. Publisher of 
the Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Storke won the 1962 Pulitzer 
Prize for editorial writing after 
the News-Press carried an ex­ 
pose of the John Birch Society 
and editorially condemned it as 
totalitarian.

A. At the present time you 
have an indicated paper loss of

A's Togetherness

1, in Thursday night’s fourth 
World Series contest, Mincher 
had only one thing on his mind. 
Fast ball.

Mincher knew 
C arroll wouldn’t be offering 
him any “lollipops.” 
“ I’m looking for a fast ball,” 
said Mincher. “By that I don’t 
mean I'm standing there saying 
‘here comes a high fast ball and 
I'm gonna hit it.’ I wish I was 
that good a hitter, but I ’m not.” 


Don Mincher could be a bet­ 
ter hitter than he thinks. 
He was good enough to clip 
Carroll for a clutch single that 
drove in the tying run, set 
49,410 patrons in Oakland Coli­ 
seum to carrying on as if the 
war in Vietnam suddenly had 
ended, and laid the groundwork 
for Angel Mangual’s game-win­ 
ning pinch single which fol­ 
lowed a moment or so later. 
In Don Mincher’s baseball 
lifetime, which embraces tours 
of duty with the M innesota 
Twins, California Angels, Seat­ 


tle Pilots, and Texas Rangers 
before coming to the A’s this 
summer, there have been rela­ 
tively few red-letter days. 


Now you would think that 
when he has just come from 
delivering the kind of clutch hit 
he did for the A’s Thursday 
night, helping them take a com­ 
m anding three-gam es-to-one 
lead in the Series as he did, 
they might let him enjoy his 
moment in the sun, so to speak; 
but did they? They did not. 


Some blackguard rem em ­ 


bered Don Mincher’s last time 
at bat. 
Specifically, this spoilsport 
remembered that Mincher had 
struck out as a pinch-hitter in 
playoff game No. 3 with Detroit 
nine days ago. 
Mincher had stood there with 
the bat on his shoulder, and 
then, brooding about it, he had 
gone to the manager, Dick Wil­ 
liams, and demanded another 
chance. 
Don Mincher. the story circu­ 
lated, had a mean one for Dick 
Williams. 


OAKLAND — The whole world was able to see 
yesterday what Oakland A’s fans have been seeing 
all year — the A’s win a game in the ninth inning. 


But this game had a little more at stake, a giant 
step toward the Bay Area’s first-ever professional 
world championship. With that dramatic 3-2 victo­ 
ry over the Cincinnati Reds, the A’s, leading the 
World Series three games to one, were one victory- 
away from that world championship. 


As one sports writer who has been covering all 
the A’s games this season said, “It’s unbelievable. 
This team wins so many games like that. They 
can really come through in the ninth.” 


That pinch hitting in the bottom of the ninth was 
out of this world. A’s manager Dick Williams said 
after the game he just told his pinch batters “to 
go up there swinging.” Those Swinging A’s went 
after the first and second pitches with the net 
result of pinch hit singles by Gonzalo Marquez, 
Don Mincher and Angel Mangual. Mincher’s hit 
tied the game and Mangual’s won it. 


OKAY, YOU A’S critics, think back to the end of 
the 1970 season when owner Charles 0. Finley 
traded away veteran reliever Jim (Mudcat) Grant 
to Pittsburgh for “ a player to be named later.” 
That player turned out to be Mangual, a native of 
Puerto Rico. 


After the game was over, a group of reporters 
were surrounding Mangual and peppering him 
with questions. Because one of the writers perhaps 
felt the question must be put to the test, he asked 
Mangual (and the man was serious) if that was his 
biggest hit, a bigger hit perhaps than his game- 
winning hit against Milwaukee or some such 
team. 


Mangual blinked and answered, “Certainly. It 
was in the World Series. Everybody in the world 
saw it.” 


There is one thing apparent about the A’s 
baseball team. There is a oneness between boss 
and hireling. Rather than being a conservative 
dresser as is the case with most baseball manag­ 
ers, Williams has longish hair and wears mod 
clothes. The players back the manager and 
Williams backs his players. They each get the 
other “off the hook.” 


A GOOD CASE in point in yesterday’s game: 
The second guessers were all set to swoop down 
on Williams on his decision to pull Ken Holtzman, 
a left-hander, for Vida Blue, another left-hander, 
in the eighth inning with two outs and a man on 
third. The A’s were leading at the time, 1-0. By the 
time Blue walked dejectedly off the mound, the 
Reds had struck at him quickly with a walk and 
two-run double and now were leading 2-1. 


But Gene Tenace, who had hit a home run for 
the A’s first run in the fifth inning, and those three 
pinch batters got together in the bottom of the 
ninth to take Williams off the hook with that story 
book finish. 


And Williams was ready to take all blame (does 
that imply guilt?) for the quick yanking of 
Holtzman. “I’m the deciding factor about when a 
pitcher leaves,” he said. “I will live and die with 
those decisions, and believe me, I was dying.” 


Then hewas quick to defend Blue, a young man 
who has been less than spectacular in his last two 
relief appearances. 


“I WILL TAKE another chance with Vida, I still 
have all the confidence in him,” said Williams. 
Then he volunteered some information to the 
press. “ I hope the series doesn’t go to six games, 
but if it does, I will start Vida Blue.” 


He had taken Vida off the hook. Williams had 
said just a few days ago Blue would start one of 
the Series games in Oakland, but then changed his 
mind, he said, after Blue assured him he would 
stay in the bullpen to help the team. There would 
be nothing to stop Williams from changing his 
mind again. 


Holtzman, in turn, said he had no anger when he 
was taken from the game. “I might have lost a 
little, velocity-wise, but I felt my control was still 
good,” he said. Was he angry when he was pulled 
from the game? Heavens, no. 


SPARKY ANDERSON glumly admitted the loss 
yesterday was a terrific blow to the Reds’ 
chances, but stuck to his prediction of winning the 
series in seven games. 


“ One more loss and a mule will kick us,” said 
Sparky. 


I think Charlie O., the A’s famous mascot, is 
just about ready to kick up his heels. 


What’s more, Williams had 
better use him soon again, or 
else. You don’t mess with Don 
Mincher, who’s big enough to 
fit right in with the Oakland 
R aidars’ front four. 
“ Where do they ever get a 
notion like that?” protested the 
amiable, drawling 6-foot-3, 210- 
pounder from M eridianville, 
Ala. “ I never said anything like 
that to the manager. Heck. I 
didn't even remem ber striking 
out against Detroit until some-' 
one brought it up. What do they 
think I do when I strike out, go

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Sports Program At Marin Academy 


Modest 
| 
Start In 
San Rafael

Five thousand, four hundred 
dollars. 
This initial sports budget al­ 
lotm ent at Marin Academy 
m ay not com pare favorably 
with the $100,000 spent at Ohio 
State University yearly just for 
the football recruiting telephone 
bill, but the modest amount 
represents a start for the San 
Kafael-based school. 


Corbin P. Smith, Marin Acad­ 
emy athletic director, pointed 
out “we’re not trying to com­ 
pete with big schools. We 
can’t.” 


Indeed. 
The Marin school, located on 
the old San Rafael Military 
Academy campus, which closed 
July 2«. 1971, has 65 students in 
the ninth through 11th grades. 
Of this number, 32 are boys and 
all but three participate in the 
school athletic program. 
“ We just opened Sept. 7, and 
we already have the kids taking 
part in (boys) cross country and 
soccer and (girls') volleyball. 
I’m pleased with their enthusi­ 
asm and efforts. We’ve won two 
out of our first three cross 
country and soccer contests 
with other schools. The 10-girl 
volleyball team is 0-3. We’ve 
shown we can win with our 
limited budget and our limited 
enrollm ent, 65 students. But 
there is more to it than winning 
a few games.” 
Thus, Smith, seeking to build 
a solid athletic program under 
constricting conditions, con­ 
fronts many challenges. 
First, “We have no ‘real’ 
athletes here yet,” the 29-year- 
old San Anselman claimed. “By 
‘real,’ I mean kids who already 
have learned the basic athletic 
preparations” — physical and 
mental conditioning. 
Regarding the mental aspect, 
the former Minnesota resident 
noted “the kids are learning 
how to prepare for a game — 
getting enough sleep, eliminat­ 
ing cigarettes, exercising prop­ 
erly. The students have to learn 
themselves that smoking ciga­ 
rettes, for example, slows down 
performances. I can’t go down

Anecdotes Qf Gomez 
At The World Series 


Vernon Gomez, called Goofy by his Yankee 
teammates of another baseball era, usually is 
associated with funny baseball stories such as the 
time he suddenly whirled on the mound and threw 
the ball to Tony Lazzeri even though there were 
no runners on base. 
The bewildered Yankee second baseman, walk­ 
ing the ball back to Gomez, asked the great 
southpaw “Why did you do that?” and Gomez 
chuckled “I just wanted to see what you’d do with 
it.” 
— ---------------------------- 
Such incidents earned Gomez 
of Fairfax his nickname of Goo­ 
fy. But nobody calls him that 
now. It’s Vernon or Lefty, much 
vmore fitting forms of address 
for an elder statesman of the 
game in which he four times 
was a 20-game winner and nev­ 
er beaten in five World Series 
during which he was 6-0 in the 
’30s. 
Thus, when a couple of re­ 
porters spotted Gomez, who 
now lives in Fairfax, at the 1972 
World Series, one hailed him as 
Vernon, the other Lefty, and 
the ensuing interview didn’t re­ 
volve around Gomez’s goofy 
exploits but that freak storm 
which washed out the first 
game in Oakland Coliseum. 


ONE OF THE reporters sug­ 
gested that henceforth in his 
travels around the country as a 
sporting goods representative 
he never would be able to 
convince anybody that his na­ 
tive California occasionally is 
blessed with benign weather. 
“Not after the nationwide TV 
exposure of three days rain 
during the 1962 World Series 
and now this,” said the report­ 
er. 
“ I don’t work for the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce,” said Gom­ 
ez, “and seldom talk about the 
weather. But I’ve never been 
able to understand why every­ 
body suddenly started talking 


about San F ran cisco ’s wind 
when baseball moved into Can­ 
dlestick. 


“ It was windy in Recreation 
Park when I pitched there in 
the ’20s. It was windy in Seals 
Stadium. The wind wasn’t a big 
deal then. But in Candlestick, 
everybody suddenly discovers 
it’s windy. 
“ Rem inds me of Boston. 
Whenever I pitched there, first 
thing I’d be asked when we got 
back to New York was ‘Did you 
pitch before or after the east 
wind off the Charles River?’ ” 


GOMEZ WAS TOLD that 
Candlestick got the wind rap 
during the 1960 All-Star game 
when Stu Miller almost was 
blown off the mound in the 
seventh inning. 
“ I rem em ber th a t,” said 
Gomez, “ and I also remember 
it was a beautiful day for six 
windless innings. So why the 
big deal about the wind that 
came up in the seventh?” 


GOMEZ WAS informed that 
several important eastern col­ 
umnists, sitting in a second- 
deck auxiliary press box unpro­ 
tected from the wind, weren’t 
too happy about their notes 
being blown away. 
“ Oh,” exclaimed Gomez. 
It was the first time he ever 
heard the reason behind the 
Candlestick wind rap.

“ I've done a thousand televi­ 
sion shows,” said senior TV 
p ro d u c e r-d ire c to r W inifred 
Murphy who for 17 years has 
created KQED-TV programs. 
The mother of two daughters 
in Terra Linda, Win Murphy is 
now a free lance TV producer- 
director, a newspaper column­ 
ist and a pioneer in the infant 
video cassette industry. 
She won an Emmy award in 
March in Northern California 
Television Academy’s public af­ 
fairs category for her documen­ 
tary. “Vasectomy: Male Steri­ 
lization.” 
The public television library 
is making it available to 210 
public TV stations across the 
country, according to Mrs. 
Murphy. More of her programs 
have been purchased for net­ 
work than those of any other 
KQED-TV local producers. 


IN THE control room she 
directs the six to eight men “on 
the line,” telling the floor man 
where to cue. the cameraman 
where to shoot and the techni­ 
cal director which picture to 
“ punch up.” She uses a stop­ 
watch. a clipboard carrying the 
program's format and a head­ 
set to communicate with floor 
technicians. 
“ If you dwell on mistakes you 
cannot make it.” she says. “ If 
a set collapses during a live 
show you go right on. When 
programming was all live, it 
was funnier. Once a guy fainted 
on the set. On video tape you 
can decide if you should stop,” 
she said. 
When you first do your pro­ 
grams, you fear failure. You 
are putting your ideas on the 
line. When it is a success you 
know’ by the general feeling at 
the station, reviews from TV 
columnists, mail and your own 
judgment when you see the 
tape, she said. 


SHE CURRENTLY is produc­ 
ing and directing KQED-TV’s 
series “ Cosmic Perspective, 
Man’s Descent from the Stars,” 
taping 13 Monday evening lec­ 
tures at the Palace of Fine Arts 
Theater and Exploratorium. 
“ We work out of a remote 
truck. The whole crew comes 
out to set it up and shoot it with 
a live audience,” said Mrs. 
Murphy who works in slacks. 
After she edits her tape, it is 
aired on the following Monday 
at. 10 p.m. “ but I never get to 
see it on TV because I am 
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working on the next one on 
Monday night.” 
Named in “ Foremost Women 
in Communications in 1971.” 
she also will be listed in the 
1973 “ World Who’s Who of 
W:omen.” 
W hen the TV-radio major was 
graduated from San Francisco 
State College in 1955. television 
was a difficult field to break 
into. Women did not have a 
chance, she said. 
“ The men did not want a 
woman in the control room 
because they wanted to feel 
free and do their masculine 
thing.” she said. 
Because of shorthand, her 
“ most valuable tool,” she got. 
the job of everybody’s secre­ 
tary when the new KQED-TV 
station only had a test pattern. 
At press conferences she took 
notes, transcribed them fast 
and gave copies to the press. 
There was no one to do make­ 
up and art work so she taught 
herself. 
“ I was shy. calling everybody 
Mister. The first week they 
asked me to come to a staff 
meeting because they wanted to 
know what I thought. It was to 
be a democracy; I should say 
so if I didn't like something,” 
she said. 
The staff began calling her 
producer-secretarv w-hen she 
suggested to manager James 
Day scheduling guests far 
enough in advance to allow 
time to research for areas of 
conversation. Previously he had 
been doing interviews on short 
notice. 
The p r o d u c e r - s e c r e t a r v 
scheduled 20 famous persons 
for “ Kaleidoscope,” among 
them Bing Crosby, Maurice 
Chevalier, Aldous Huxley. Rob­ 
ert Kennedy, Joan Baez. Mar­ 
cel 
M arceau, Jack Benny, 
Christopher Isherwood and Ye­ 
hudi Menuhin. 
“ All the glitter in the w’orld 
(sets) will not help unless the 


star can make his guests be 
themselves, come across and 
communicate,” she said. 


She did the research and pre­ 
interview warmups with guests 
while James Day listened and 
smoked his pipe, she said. 


“ I sat and talked with some 
of the world's most famous 
people who are so humble that 
they are easy to talk to. I 
worked with Bing Crosby; he 
really is old shoe and does talk 
ba-ba-ba-boo. He arrived carry­ 
ing a shoe box, excused him­ 
self. went to the men’s room 
and came back wearing the 
toupee he had had in the box,” 
she said. 


WHEN JAMES Day was 
scheduled to interview the then 
Vice President Richard Nixon, 
the station received a call say­ 
ing. “ We want your makeup 
artist to make up the vice 
president.” 
I had never been to makeup 
school. I went to a theatrical 
store and, not knowing what his 
complexion was, bought two 
different shades of makeup and 
a beard stick to cover his heavy 
beard. 
“ They put me in this little 
room with the vice president, 
with a secret service man out­ 
side the door. Mr. Nixon made 
polite conversation. “Are you a 
Republican?” and “ What color 
makeup do you think 1 should 
wear?” 
“ 1 was faking it. He has 
swarthy skin so I said Max 
Factor No. 7 because that was 
the only dark makeup I had.” 
she said adding with glee that 
she read recently that he still 
wears No. 7. 
Besides interviews she has 
created, produced and directed 
countless programs in music, 
art, children’s subjects, reli­ 
gion, the occult, science, busi­ 
ness, instructional television for 
In-school use and language. 
“My shows were soon all over 


the country because I did what 
appealed to the masses. I be 
came a popularizer because I 
did not have time, rearing two 
children, to be an mtellectualiz- 
er,” she said. 


IN 1961 their first daughter 
was born to Win and her hus­ 
band Owen Murphy, who is 
assistant vice president for Un­ 
ion Bank in Oakland, and the 
producer-director found herself 
“ in suburbia.” 
Seeking a creative outlet, she 
began writing her column of 
eight years for the Terra Linda- 
Marinwood News and lately sto­ 
ries for the San Rafael Pointer. 
She free lances for KQED-TV 
two or three days a week, doing 
a full-time quality job because 
of her experience, she said. 
“ Fear is not in my way to eat 
up time and energy. And I have 
learned to cut a lot of corners,” 
she explained. She thinks of her 
projects while she washes 
dishes and foids laundry, and 
often researches and formats 
her program after the family 
has retired 
A retired Terra Linda couple, 
John and Sara Deyling. babysit 
for her daughters exclusively 
on a flexible schedule. More 
senior citizens could be made to 
feel useful by helping part-time 
career mothers, she believes 
Win Murphy is making her 
first film for video cassettes — 
six 10-minute piano lessons. 
“ I am all by myself, with 17 
years of experience. What the 
video cassette industry needs is 
programming and what I need 
is financial backing,” she said. 
A video tape costs up to $6000 to 
produce. 


SHE PLANS to produce tapes 
on speculation and present 
them to a New York cartridge 
television company for mass 
production. 
“ The timing is right and TV 
is where my background is.” 
said the veteran producer-di­ 
rector. Video cassettes are 
here. The cartridge hardware 
(video cassette player) makes 
your TV set a closed circuit 
television. But it's expensive, 
like when color TV was new. 
She predicts that you will be 
able to send your voice and 
image on a cartridge to some­ 
one, that companies will be 
sending letters by video cas- 
setta and that you will be able 
to learn an infinite variety of 
subjects from a cartridge by 
playing it over and over.

Since July 31, 1972, Camella 
Jones has been unique in the 
world, a one of a kind. 


It was on that date she was 
promoted from a storekeeper in 
the Navy to EOCN Camella 
Jones. The initials stand for 
Equipment Operator Construc- 
tionman and Camella became a 
member of the Seabees sta­ 
tioned at the Naval Air Station 
in Kingsville. 
More simply stated, the 19- 
year-old Miss Jones drives bull­ 
dozers. 
“ I’m the only one the Navy 
has now,” EOCN Jones said. 
“Another girl has made it out 
of boot camp and she wants to 
get into the Seabees, but I don’t 
think she’s made it yet.” 
As a one of a kind, EOCN 
Jones has opinions to match, 
p articularly about W omen’s 
Liberation. 
“I don’t believe in Women’s 
Lib and I wouldn’t fight for 
Women’s Lib. I just set stan­ 
dards for myself. I have proba­ 
bly helped the cause out quite a 
bit, but not because they asked 
me to or because I want to. 
That said, EOCN Jones pro­ 
ceeded to build a substantial 
case for, if not Women’s Liber­ 
ation, at least for a singularly 
liberated woman. 


“I’VE BEEN interested in 
heavy equipment all my life,” 
she said. “ My dad used to run 
heavy equipment in California, 
Washington state, Alaska, Ore­ 
gon and every other place. I 
was fascinated with it, and the 
bigger it was the better I liked 
it.” 
Camella said she used to sit 
with her Dad on a piece of 
equipment, but she never oper­ 
ated it. When she joined the 
Navy in December, she learned 
how to use the equipment and 
eventually became good enough 
to ask for a transfer to the 
Seabees. 
“ I don’t know which was har­ 
der, the red tape or the physi­ 
cal part of it,” she said. 
“There was quite a lot of red 
tape, but all fields are open to 
women now. Physically, you’d 
better have a few muscles here 
and there. Not all women would 
be capable of doing it. I 
wouldn’t say these frilly wom­ 
en. who go around at 95 pounds 
and 4 feet 11 inches, could. For 
one thing, they couldn’t reach 
the pedals on the machinery. 
“ But one thing, I’d never go 
back to storekeeper. That’s la­ 
dies job, behind a desk, typ­ 
ing.” 
There have been several hu­ 
morous episodes during her few 
months as a heavy equipment 
operator.

“ This base has accepted 
m e,” Camella said. “ I have a 
lot of friends here, but if I go to 
another base where they don’t 
know me, things can happen. 


“Sometimes I have to go up 
to Corpus Christi to work, and 
if I’m in my greens (her work 
uniform) the men and women 
just stare at me. And it’s funny 
why they stare at me. I don’t 
think it crosses their mind that 
I’m a woman. 


“WELL YOU see, my hair is 
not long, but still it’s a lot 
longer than the guys’ hair is. So 
maybe those people up there 
think I’m a guy whose got an 
extremely long haircut. They 
think I’m a hippie. 


“ I was even told to get a 
haircut here by a chief. He 
apologized.” 


Camella doesn’t quibble with 
the construction-MAN part of 
her title. 
“Constructionman is just a 
word, even if it is man instead 
of constructionwoman. That’s 
silly. Besides the people I’m 
working with down here don’t 
call me ‘constructionm an,” 
they call me ‘Cam.’ ” 
Camella will stay at the Na­ 
val Air Station in Kingsville, 
running bulldozers, cranes, 
backhoes, front loaders and the 
rest until December, 1973, when 
she is due for a transfer. 
“ I’m definitely going to stay 
in the Navy. But I sure hope I 
can get tran sferred out of 
Kingsville..It’s too hot here,” 
the Oregon-born woman said. 
And her transfer could signal 
one of the next obstacles for a 
female Seabee. 


“IT’S VERY doubtful, but I 
would go to Vietnam if they 
would let me,” she said. 
Why wouldn’t she be allowed 
to go to Vietnam to drive heavy 
equipment? Is it because Ca­ 
mella is a woman? 
“Yes, I think that’s the rea­ 
son why,” she answered. 
Well, since she would like to 
go to Vietnam, would she be in 
favor of a protest by Women’s 
Liberationists aimed at getting 
her to Vietnam? 
“No. No. No.” she said. “ I 
don’t even want to talk to Wom­ 
en’s Lib.”

Seems 
to me they just shouldn’t take 
old people’s money in the first 
place. At our age. all of us got 
some kind of pre-existing condi­ 
tion. Jenny didn't get to that 
stage overnight. 
“The health insurance com­ 
pany just shouldn’t have taken 
our money if they couldn’t give 
us the help we need.” 


THE ELDERLY 
man was 
referring to his disillusionment 
and lack of understanding of 
one of today's greatest consum­ 
er ‘‘hustles” (

business. 
Of all the areas in immediate 
and desperate need of a nation­ 
al shakedown in the name of 
consumer protection, health in­ 
surance companies (particular­ 
ly the mail-order variety) rank 
at the top of the list.

American public where it is 
particularly vulnerable. Noth­ 
ing is more frightening to most 
people than the prospect of a 
major illness — especially to 
the elderly and to people living 
from paycheck to paycheck. A 
major illness stands to wipe out 
a person financially as well as 
physically.

larly blatant in the use of mis­ 
leading advertising. They use 
g ran d io se headlines, offering 
thousands of dollars worth of 
coverage for what appears (in 
comparison) to a very small 
p rem iu m . But there a re so 
m an y loopholes (pre-existing 
conditions, time regulations and 
the like) that the chances of the 
average policy holder getting 
the maximum amount of cover­ 
age advertised is practically 
nil. 
The health insurance “ hus­ 
t le “ is p articu la rly ev id en t 
when, reportedly, the nonprofit 
Blue Cross organizations return 
up to 97 cents in benefits on the 
premium dollar and, in stark 
contrast, 
one company (with 
millions of policy holders) has 
the gall to return as little as 7 
cents on the premium dollar. 
The returns vary according to 
the company, but the “ hustle” 
aspect is shockingly blatant. 
W’e can’t deny the fact that 
medical costs are continuing to 
rise sky high, but so have the 
insurance premium rates. It’s 
simply time the consumer got 
his money’s worth. 


MOST PEOPLE have been 
sufficiently brainw ashed into 
accepting that health insurance 
is a must. Some even think they 
are buying “ health” via their 
monthly 
insurance payments. 
Then they find that after faith­ 
fully paing their premiums, due 
to quietly camouflaged loop­ 
holes, they were not even pur­ 
chasing adequate medical care. 
Too many people are not to­ 
tally aware of the exceptions, 
exclusions and severe limita­ 
tions of their health insurance 
policies. Consequently, in addi­ 
tion to a nationwide shakedown 
under way in some states al­ 
ready of the health insurance 
“ hustle,” 
there is needed a 
m ass consumer-education drive 
concerning health in su ran c e 
coverages and alternatives. 


Grant To Study 
Women In 
Union Positions 


The Ford Foundation has an­ 
nounced a $41.600 grant to Cor­ 
nell University-New York State 
School of Industrial and Labor 
Relations 
to investigate why 
there are so few union leaders 
among working women. 
The proportion of working 
women who are union m embers 
is not reflected in union leader­ 
ship, according to statistics. 
Women comprise 20 per cent 
of union membership but only 
4.7 per cent of its leadership. 
The one-year grant to Cornell 
will cover a study of factors in 
the u n d er-rep re sen tatio n , in­ 
cluding a comparison of women 
in six unions of varying sizes 
and industries.

Mrs. Spagel. herself a gradu­ 
ate of Mills, also said that Mills 
has one of the highest enroll­ 
ments in its history and has 
bolstered its financial aid pro­ 
gram at a time when most 
colleges are feeling the finan­ 
cial squeeze. 


Ear-Piercing Fad 
Prompts Warning 


A revival of the cosmetic fad 
of ear-piercing has prompted 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion to issue a warning. Women 
run the risk of serious compli­ 
cations when they have their 
ears pierced by a friend rather 
than by their physician. 
Severe bleeding, inflamma­ 
tion. internal infections, such as 
hepatitis, and skin erruptions 
due to metal allergy occurred 
in nearly half of a group of 
nurses who had had their ears 
done recently by an amateur.

away from

farm in Lyons, Mich., where 
she grew up. 


At 25. one of a handful of 
A m erican wom en who have 
married Vietnamese men. Mrs. 
Han doesn’t share the com para­ 
tive luxury that softens the life 
of many Americans in this war- 
ravaged country. 


In the four years since she 
moved to Vietnam, after grad­ 
uation from M ichigan State 
University, she has heard of 
only two other such couples. 
“ They’re used to GIs with 
Vietnamese girls- this is the 
reverse,” she observes 
For a woman who is neither 
fluent in the language nor ac­ 
customed to the culture, living 
here is far from easy. Her only 
extravagances are two small 
refrigerators in the kitchen and 
a small Japanese washing m a­ 
chine that fits in the bathroom. 
Her husband drives their Jeep­ 
like Vietnamese car to work, 
leaving her isolated in this 
dusty suburb. 


“THERE ARE many prob­ 
lem s.” she said, pointing to dirt 
alleys smelling of garbage that 
surround the four-storv apart­ 
ment building. “ I walk on the 
street with Han and the kids, 
and people stare or want to 
touch the children’s white skin. 
I get tired of it. 
“ T h e re ’s no b ack y ard , no 
place for the children to play. 
There’s no hot water in the 
building. I get mad when the 
electricity goes off. especially 
on hot days like today because 
the fan won't work.” 
But for Mrs. Han. these com­ 
plaints are minor. She has no 
interest in leaving Vietnam and 
doesn't plan to go back to the 
United States. 
“ I don't think I want to live 
there again,” she said. “ It’s too 
big. Life is simple here. My life 
here 
is very peaceful. That 
sounds strange when there’s a 
w ar going on, but the war 
doesn’t affect us much.” 
At night in their simply fur­ 
nished living room they can 
hear helicopters and also the 
artillery fira outside the city 
often close enough to shake the 
a p a rtm e n t building- but she 
pays scant attention. 


KHOI. THEIR 2-year-old son 
scarcely 
notices the soldiers 
who guard street coroners near 
th e ir home. “ H e’s used to 
them; he sees soldiers all the 
tim e.” 
Mrs. Han said she wants to 
bring her children up as Ameri­ 
cans. Khoi. who was born in 
Vietnam, is considered a citizen 
by both countries. When their 
second child was expected Mrs 
Han dipped into her savings to 
pay for a plane ticket home. 
Kric was born four months ago 
in the United States. 
“ I want to teach my children 
about 
truth 
and freedom in 
America,” she said. “ I like 
freedom. I want them to know 
it. too. 
I want 
them to be 
imaginative and creative.”

She figures she spends 
about 7.000 piasters or $16 a 
week for food. 


Her husband often does the 
grocery shopping. As a Viet­ 
namese. he can more easily 
bargain for better prices. 
The husband. Huynh Han. has 
two jobs to support his family. 
He heads the investment de­ 
partment in an industrial devel­ 
opment bank and works part- 
time for a new firm that pro­

makes about 100.000 piasters or 
$230 a month, a good salary by 
Vietnamese standards.

There are googols of little creatures squig- 
gling and b u rro w in g , flitting an d squishing 
under the mud, through the swamps and over 
the sandy marshes.

It any artist wants to know 
what it takes to be affiliated 
with an important San Francis­ 
co gallery, he should carefully 
study the paintings now on dis­ 
play at the College of Marin 
Fine Arts Gallery. 
I'he work of the 23 participat­ 
ing artists are from the Quay 
(pronounced “ key ” ). Saw yer 
and Vorpal galleries. Some of 
the artists have exhibited in 
m ajor museums and art cen­ 
ters in the I nited States, and in 
Kngland, France. Japan, Mexi­ 
co and New Zealand. 
Not only are some of the 
more advanced approaches in­ 
cluded. not only is the work 
carefully executed —even when 
it seems most extemporaneous 
but each work is fully real­ 
ized And the overriding quality 
that 
mature artists have in 
common —a unified style and 
point of view — is overtly self- 
evident. 
G alleries have their own 
points of view 
The artists in 
the Sawyer stable are hard- 
edge precisionists. But each one 
has his own style, for example 
Clayton Gorder and Guy John 
Cavalli, both of whom show 
shaped canvases, but with a 
difference! 
G order s slim, interloccing 
panels with pastel pinstripes 
form such configurations as 
“ S p e e d in g P a r a l l e o g r a m . " 
w h ile C a v a l l i ’s “ D ia m o n d , 
Phase 20, ’ though elassifally 
self-contained, 
gives 
the im­ 
pression that its corners are 
overlapping in envelope fash­ 
ion. 
The three women artists in 


the Sawyer Gallery group are 
Mona 
Beaumont with “ Wed­ 
ding.'’ a sculptural-like couple 
painted in pale grays on ochre: 
Jean Hyson, who does incredi­ 
ble things with expanding cir­ 
cles and ovals, and Elizabeth 
Ma mors ky — she of the bio- 
morphic* shapes in scintillating 
colors. 
Others in the Sawyer menage 
are Fritz Rauh. who lives in 
San Anselmo; Willard Dixon, 
Michael Burns, and Steven Min- 
am ora — whose elegant arched 
panel of figures seen as if 
through translucent glass, is 
highlighted by mottled, fluores­ 
cent ribbons of color. 
Quay Gallery artists are not­ 
ed for uniqueness, as in the 
delightful “ put-ons” of Franklin 
Williams, the “ underwater” fin- 
gerpainting of Jerem y Ander­ 
son. and in the distinctive, as­ 
sem blage-draw ing of Vaea. 
Quay artists are also “ painter­ 
ly" and vanguard, as in the 
multiple photo-image works of 
Bobbie freely and Donald Nel­ 
son. with lushness of color pre­ 
dominating in the former and 
mood in the latter, and bravura 
brush work in both. 
The widest range and diversi­ 
ty is from the Vorpal Gallery 
whose paintings vary from the 
pow erful pop-art of R obert 
Fried and the evolving figures 
of John Denning to Muldoon 
Elder's texturous triptych, and 
Don M artin 's irrep ressib le, 
Rube G oldberg-like draw ing: 
“ Magic Like Art Is Hoax Re­ 
deemed By Awe.” 
For a rich and visually excit­ 
ing experience, a visit to this 
exhibit is highly recommended.

Standoffs Are Seen In Governors/ Races 


By RAYMOND M. LAHR 
WASHINGTON (UPD - At a 
time when governorships are 
supposed to be stopovers on 
route to political oblivion, one 
Democratic governor and one 
Republican are running this 
year for their third four-year 
terms. 
And Gov. Robert Docking, a 
Democrat in normally Republi­ 
can Kansas, is seeking an un­ 
precedented fourth two-year 
term. He was the first Kansan 
ever elected to three terms. 
Eighteen states will elect gov­ 
ernors Nov. 7 to offices now 
held by ten Democrats and 
eight Republicans. Of these, 
four Democrats and five Re­ 


publicans are candidates for re- 
election. The net result is ex­ 
pected to be close to a standoff. 


There are now 30 Democratic 
and 20 Republican governors. 
Thirty-five governors 
were 
elected 
in 1970, reflecting a 
long-term trend toward electing 
governors for four-vear terms 
between presidential contests to 
minimize links between state 
and national elections. 


The two incumbents seeking 
their third four-year terms this 
year are Govs. Calvin L. Ramp- 
ton. Utah Democrat, and Daniel 
J. Evans. Washington Republi­ 
can. Gov. William L. Guy. 
North Dakota Democrat, is re-

Crusade Campaign 
Has Different Look

The United Bay Area Cru­ 
sade has a little different look 
this year in Marin County. 
The Crusade, now under way, 
hopes to raise $17 million this 
year to assist some 200 agen­ 
cies in the Bay Area. This 
actually is $4 million short of 
the need, according to Peter E. 
Haas, Crusade president — But 
UBAC officers are realists; 
they don’t expect to get $21 
million. 


THE DIFFERENT look is 
caused by return of some Cru­ 
sade campaign direction to the 
nine counties, instead of operat­ 
ing everything from central 
headquarters in San Francisco. 
Each county this year has its 
own chairman, its own public 
relations committee, and nine 
section chairmen. Each holds 
its own report meetings. (Marin 
has held one already and has 
two more scheduled.) 
This puts direction of the 
campaign a bit closer to the 
people. It makes it a bit more 
personal when the direction is 
by men and women you may 
know, instead of somebody of 
whom you have heard perhaps 
but have never met. 
Crusade directors hope this 
will result in residents giving a 
little more freely this year. 


LOCAL DIRECTION of the 
campaign means no change in 
how the money is allotted — 
only in how it is solicited. But it 
has put a bigger volunter force 
into the field to explain the 
need to residents in each of the 
nine counties.

GOP Favorites Hang Back 
On Race For Governorship

At least four Republicans would like to 
be the next governor of California: Lt. 
Gov. Edwin Reinecke, State Controller 
Houston Flournoy, Atty. Gen. Evelle 
Younger, and presidential counselor Rob­ 
ert Finch. 


Right now their races are in neutral. 
They have agreed to keeR things low key 
until after next month s elections. 


The GOP fat cats want it that way. 
They don’t want personal rivalries mess­ 
ing up President Nixon s re-election cam­ 
paign in California. The race out here is 
tight enough as it is. 
After November, the money boys will 
choose up sides and see who they will 
back for the U.S. Senate race (against 
incumbent .Man Cranston» and who they 
want for the governor’s chair. 


THAT DOESN’T MEAN each of the 
four isn’t doing a bit of campaigning at 
odd moments. 
Attorney General Younger is beating 
the capital punishment drum, getting 
exposure making speeches on behalf of 
Proposition 17. Younger’s support of the 
initiative to restore capital punishment is 
more a slap at the State Supreme Court, 
for invading the legislative area, than it 
is an all-out endorsement of the death 
penalty. 
Controller Flournoy is quietly advanc­ 
ing his cause by taking a strong stand in 
support of the Serrano decision. That 
gives him a platform for tax reform and 
a new approach to the problem of financ­ 
ing public education. 
Lt. Gov Ed Reinecke had his bright 
spot earlier this year. He scolded the 
State Supreme Court and the legislature 
because they turned down his impartial 
reapportionment plan in favor of the 
same old gerrymandered hatchet job. At 
present Reinecke is pushing hard for 
economic development and the creation 
of new jobs for Californians. 
White House aide Finch has hooked his 
star more directly to the Nixon wagon. 
He dreams of inheriting financial support 
and manpower from that outfit after

November. Then he can decide whether 
he wants to go for the U.S. Senate or the 
governor’s office. 


Bl T THERE’S ONE candidate for 
governor who is not hanging back: one 
Republican who is off and running — 
somewhere. 


His name is Gordon Paul Smith. 
And who, you may ask, is Gordon Paul 
Smith? 


Well, Mr. Smith came to Sacramento 
once. He was Governor Reagan’s first 
director of finance, in 1967. Like Sargent 
Shriver, he was not first choice for the 
job. But in late 1966, when things were 
desperate and others were not available, 
Smith was there — and got the nod. 


Gordon Paul was fresh out of a man­ 
agement consultant firm, a smooth talk­ 
er, eager to please and easy to grab. So 
Governor Reagan grabbed him. 


Smith s year as finance director was 
- splashed with hot water from one end to 
the other. Then-communications director 
Lyn Nofziger was forever explaining to 
the press what Mr. Smith did and did not 
mean. Those were the days when the 
state budget would go from .$4.6 billion 
one day to $5.1 billion the next. 


GORDON PAUL w asn’t any g reat 
shakes as a finance director. His succes­ 
sor, Caspar (Cap) Weinberger, had a lot 
of straightening out to do. But Gordon 
Paul was sure some orator. He was only 
five-foot-five but he had a ten-foot voice. 
He loved to make speeches and that’s 
what he did most — made speeches and 
dreamed dreams of a grand political 
career. 
When he left the finance office in early 
1968, there were rumors he would run for 
the U.S. Senate. But that was before Max 
Rafferty decided to take on Sen. Tom 
Kuchel. 
For awhile it wras rumored that he 
might run for Congress — in the district 
now represented by Paul (Pete) McClos- 
key. 
In 1970, it was again rumored that 
Gordon Paul might run for the Senate — 
but that was before Sen. George Murphy 
decided to run for re-election. 
Nowr Gordon Paul Smith is running for 
governor. At least, that's the rumor.

WASHINGTON - The presidential 
campaign is beginning to take on some 
shape and substance. 
We are now getting something more 
than scatter-shot accusations by Senator 
McGovern and bland, “ Who, m e?” deni­ 
als from spokesmen for President Nix­ 
on’s spokesmen. 
It’s about time. 


WE HAVE AT LAST a clear-cut, ra­ 
tional. well-argued choice of policies for 
ending the Vietnamese war and a good 
explanation of why each candidate be­ 
lieves his course is better for the nation. 


Here is a score card of their conflicting 
arguments at the very points where their 
differences are greatest: 


Senator McGovern believes it is better 
to end everything we are now doing to 
help defend South Vietnam, regardless of 
the consequences. 


President Nixon believes it is better to 
use air and naval power until Hanoi is 
willing to negotiate “ an honorable 
peace.” 


McGovern believes it is more impor­ 
tant to get out of the war at once, 
regardless of what may happen after­ 
ward. 
Mr. Nixon believes that unless we 
leave South Vietnam with a good chance 
of defending itself, we will be planting 
the seeds of future war. 


McGOVERN PROPOSES to accept Ha­ 
noi's terms for ending the war even if 
this means imposing a Communist dicta­ 
torship on the people of South Vietnam. 
Mr. Nixon proposes to accept Hanoi’s 
term s for ending the war only if they 
perm it the people of South Vietnam to 
choose their own political leaders in free 
elections. 
McGovern believes the United States 
can immediately and unilaterally cut off 
all its support — economic as well as 
military — to the government of South 
Vietnam without impairing in any way 
the confidence that present and future 
allies would have in America’s word.

Mr. Nixon believes that the United 
States should not cut off its support to a 
country willing to defend itself from 
aggressive Communist takeover. He con­ 
tends that if we abandon our commit­ 
ments to one ally, trust in any American 
commitment by other allies would drop 
to an all-time low. 


THERE ARE OTHER McGovern argu­ 
ments which raise questions of fact, not 
just judgment about the facts. 
For example, the senator contends that 
the President is engaged in idle “face- 
saving” in continuing air and naval 
combat in order to negotiate “an honora­ 
ble peace.” 
That’s campaign oratory. Mr. Nixon’s 
way of ending the war may or may not 
work out, but his purpose is not to save 
anyone’s face but to save South Vietnam 
from a Communist dictatorship imposed 
by force. 
McGovern contends that Mr. Nixon’s 
purpose is to “save Thieu.” 
That’s campaign oratory. The Presi­ 
dent’s purpose is not to save Thieu but to 
negotiate a peace which will permit the 
people of South Vietnam to re-elect Thieu 
or throw him out. Thieu would resign a 
month before elections. 


McGOVERN NOW sincerely believes 
that it was a mistake for the United- 
States to help defend South Vietnam in 
the first place, though he voted to ap­ 
prove doing so in 1965. He now believes 
deeply that saving Vietnam from con­ 
quest isn’t worth the life of one more 
American. 
The best statem ent of the contrary 
view comes from the greatest Democrat­ 
ic liberal of them all — Acflai E. Steven­ 
son. 
In the last letter he penned before his 
death, Stevenson wrote that unless ag­ 
gression is checked at its inception, “I 
believe you set us off on the old, old route 
whereby expansive powers push at more 
and more doors, belieing they will open, 
until, at the ultimate door, resistance is 
unavoidable and major war breaks out.” 


Frustrated Atlanta Finds Self 
With Its Schools Resegregated 


ATLANTA, Ga. — As I started to write 
this, waves of thunderous syncopation 
rolled in off the glass skyscraper walls 
along Peachtree Street. From the hotel 
balcony I could see a long accordion of 
high school bands marching to the stadi­ 
um for the Morris Brown-Florida A & M 
game, all spit shined, dry-cleaned, strut­ 
ting — and all black. 


It was great entertainment, but some­ 
thing was not right. This was Atlanta in 
1972, and Atlanta is the city that was 
supposed to have shown the nation the 
way to racial enlightenment while most 
of the South was fighting a bloody rear­ 
guard action during the past 18 years. 
This is Atlanta, yet those are all-black 
bands from all-black A tlanta high 
schools. 


ALL-BLACK and all-white schools are 
a surprising contradiction to outsiders 
who know this capital of the South 
mainly by its reputation. Because it 
exits, Atlanta is under federal court 
order today to go beyond its policy of 
accepting segregation gracefully, and ex­ 
ert itself to implement desegregation in 
fact. 


Not that it has failed to exert itself 
already. It has tried, but because of 
white flight away from integrated 
schools, the city school system is blacker 
and more segregated today than a few 
years ago. It is a dilemma in major cities

North and South, but nowhere so frustrat­ 
ing as in Atlanta. 
For here there are no old-fashioned 
segregationists at any level of leadership. 
Leaders of both races have been well 
intentioned and law abiding. Yet frustra­ 
tion is now at least turning some of them 
bitter. 
Atlanta has tried one plan after anoth­ 
er, yet white parents have moved.away 
each time the racial mixture in a school 
passed the “tipping point,” around 30 per 
cent black. About 30 schools in the city 
thus began segregated, were desegregat­ 
ed and are now resegregated by white 
flight. 
Today the system is 77 per cent black. 
About 5,000 white children left the city 
schools in the past three years, and only 
about 22,000 remain. The Fifth Circuit 
C ourt of Appeals in New Oreleans says 
106 of the 153 schools are totally or 
virtually segregated. 


THERE ARE TWO versions of how this 
came to be. Some black leaders maintain 
that the national image Atlanta won 
during the mayoral terms of William 
Ilartsfield and Ivan Allen in the ’50s and 
’60s did not relfect what was happening 
at the working level. Those officials went 
through all the right motions, but funda­ 
mental changes in jobs and housing 
patterns were needed to enable their 
political decisions to work in the long 
run. 
Some white leaders insist that the city 
has done not only as much as the law 
required, but more. At one point, a lower 
federal court formally designated Atlan­ 
ta s a “unitary” system, meaning it was 
satisfactorily integrated. But nothing 
could prevent frightened whites from 
fleeing, and now the city is at its moment 
of truth. 
The circuit court says it must submit a 
plan to complete desegregation beginning 
Nov. 27. It suggests “pairings” of black- 
and-white schools, or other comparable 
schemes. It leaves the exact method up 
to the city. 


WHAT FINALLY brings the city to this 
hard place is that the court specifically 
said white flight could not be considered. 
It also said that if more transportation is 
needed, the city must provide it. That 
avoids the scare word, busing, but that is 
what it means. Only about 2,000 are being 
bused here under desegregation plans 
now. 
There is confusion and fru stratio n 
among people who want to do the right 
thing. Into this situation Mr. Nixon cam ­ 
paigned the other day, and in an ideal 
world a troubled community would have 
had a right to expect some words of 
realistic advice or encouragement from 
its President. What Atlanta got was Mr. 
Nixon’s admission that he had read polls 
showing busing was an issue here, and 
his reminder that he was against it. He 
milked the problem for all its political 
potential, then flew away promising to 
send a Justice Department representa­ 
tive to look into it — to what avail was 
not stated. And when he left, Atlanta was 
just as troubled and frustrated as before 
he came.

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Finding Book Is C h alle n g e 
A t M arin C o u n ty Lib rary 


Finding the book one wants at 
the Marin County Library in 
the Civic Center continues to be 
one of the greatest intellectual 
challenges in the county. 
If seeking a volume by a 
particular author, the would-be 
book finder cannot look just in 
the place where it would nor­ 
mally be expected to be. 
Like a detective, he must at 
least check the entire shelf, 
since countless books are filed 
out of alphabetical order. You 
m ay find Thomas Mann under 
Mann or Mall or even Martin. 
Looking for something on the 
M ayans? There’s a chance it 
will be under the section usual­ 
ly reserved for ancient cultures 
of M exico.Or you may stumble 
over it — as I did — under East 
Indian culture. 
Well, 
after all, individuals 
from both civilizations were 
known as Indians. 
LIBRARY PERSO NNEL con­ 
tend the mish-mash of misfil- 
ings is caused by sloppy pa­ 
trons who pick up books, then 
rep lace them in the wrong 
places. 
This may be true in some 
cases, but one wonders if the 
readers who patronize the coun­ 
ty library are less conscientious 
than those who go to libraries 
in Mill Valley or Sausalito, for 
exam ples. 
Books in those libraries man­ 
age to remain in some reasona­ 
ble order, even those that must 
be ocasionally handled by read­ 
ers. Perhaps County Librarian 
Bruce D. Bajem a could send a 
task force down to southern 
Marin to learn their secret. 
The “ inept patrons” excuse 
simply does not explain why 


many works of fiction end up 
filed under the name of the 
publisher rather than the au­ 
thor on county library shelves. 
Perusing the book shelf de­ 
voted to the world of Mary 
Roberts Rinehart the other day, 
I discovered sev eral other 
works by authors whose nam es 
began with G and B and W. 
These books had one thing in 
common; they were all pub­ 
lished by the Rinehart Co. Logi­ 
cally, they were filed under 
R inehart. One w onders how 
m any popular authors are 
lying, hidden and unread, under 
D oubleday, M cGraw-Hill or 
Prentice-Hall. 


AS AN ADDICT of the detec­ 
tive story, I soon learned that 
— although the library has an 
entire large section devoted to 
this type of books — they are 
also filed under general fiction 
in many cases. 
The other day I happened to 
spot Bajem a behind the counter 
and asked him — in a pleasant, 
conversational way — if some­ 
thing could be done to alert 
mystery fans that they m ay 
also find their favorites in an­ 
other place. 
“ Mr. 
B ajem a,” I said, “ I 
notice that detective stories are 
also filed under general fiction. 
“ Um-hum,” he replied. 
“ I was wondering if there 
w as a way to let people know 
this.” I continued. 
“ Um-hum,” he answered. 
“ I was thinking there could 
possibly be a sign in the mys­ 
tery section urging readers to 
also check the fiction section,” 
I added. 
“ Um -hum ,” said B a je m a, 
concluding the conversation.

Robert D. Roth of Greenbrae carries a 
full class load at the University of 
California plus holding down a four-day- 
a-week job but he is a far cry from the 
stereotyped hollow-eyed student who 
bums the midnight oil. 


His schedule also includes time for 
teaching and lecturing and tending to the 
dozens of plants he has collected in his 
combined life as a landscape architecture 
major and a nursery employee. 


Roth's eyes sparkle and a ready grin 
lights his face when he explains where he 
gets his energy and the ability to fill his 
life so full. 
It all began three-and-a-half years ago, 
he said, when he was a freshman on the 
Berkeley campus. 
An instructor whom he knew “ seemed 
to be using so much of his potential” and 
also was noted for his kindness, Roth 
said. 
The instructor told the youth he was 
practicing “ transcendental meditation,” 
a method of obtaining a “ very profound 
physiological rest,” in Roth’s words. 
A technique which could lead to “ in­ 
creasing clarity of mind and more ener­ 
gy" appealed to the youth. 
He found out that “ TM", as it is often 
called, has no religious or philosophic 
connotations and has “ nothing, to do” 
with meditation as the word is commonly 
used. 
It also requires no change in life styles 
nor any kind of a diet (“ I'd hate to have 
to give up sweets,’’ Roth said with a 
smile) nor does it involve any “ physical 
tricks.” 
“ We don't hold our breath or stand on 
our heads or anything like that,” he 
explained. 
It also does not involve clearing the 
mind of other subjects or dwelling on a 
particular event or thought, Roth said. 
What is transcendental meditation 
then? 
“ It is a simple, natural, effortless 
mental technique taught on a one-to-one 
basis,” he began. It is based on the 
theory that the mind is “ drawn to some­ 


thing satisfying” and the aim is to 
“ experience a quieter depth of the mind” 
than in usual. 


“ We think thoughts at an earlier stage 
of their development” than when they 
usually surface to the top of the mind, he 
explained. 


The meditation can “ be done almost 
anywhere,” according to Roth, who said 
many businessmen practice their 20- 
minute meditation tw'iee daily on com­ 
mute buses. All that is required is to 
assume a comfortable sitting position 
and close the eyes — and while the 
meditation was described as “ comforta­ 
ble," it is not a trance or any kind of a 
“ high.” 
Exactly how it’s done, young Roth did 
not want to try to explain in a newspaper 
interview. “ I ’ve never found the right 
words to explain to a group of people — 
there are too many individual questions 
— that’s why it has to be taught on a one- 
to-one basis.’’ 
The results, according to Roth and the 
1.500 other Marin residents who practice 
meditation, are a rest and clearing of the 
mind that go beyond the results of the 
deepest sleep. 
After more than three years of medita­ 
tion twice a day, young Roth has not only- 
convinced his mother, his father (a physi­ 
cian), his two younger brothers and an 
older sister to meditate, he has also 
become a qualified teacher of TM. 
“ I wanted to be able to explain it very 
clearly to intelligent people,” he gave as 
his reason for becoming a teacher of TM. 
First he earned enough money in his 
work at the Fairfax Nursery to finance a 
trip abroad, then Roth took a preliminary 
course at Humboldt State College and 
finally he studied in Mallorca, Spain, and 
in Italy for five months. 
In his classes in Europe, Roth studied 
not only such subjects as biology and 
physiology but he also received training 
in how to teach the TM technique from 
the Indian monk who brought it to the 
western world. 
Maharishi Mahesh Yogi, who began the 
program of training teachers in this

country and other North American and 
European countries, teaches in Italy now. 
I have no idea," Roth responded when 
asked about the monk's religion, since 
this does not play a part in his transcen­ 
dental meditation teaching. 
After the months in Spain and Italy, 
where Roth found the classes in many 
instances more interesting than those at 
Berkeley, he found he soon will be able to 
get college credit for those courses. 
Now he s back in his Greenbrae home, 
full of youthful enthusiasm for his land­ 
scape studies, his plants, his work and 
his teaching for the Marin transcendental 
meditation group, headquartered in Mill 
Valley. 
As a final comment on TM, the young 
man said, “ You don’t even have to 
believe in it to have it work.” He added 
that lectures describing the meditation 
are scheduled at 8 p.m. next Thursday, 
both at the College of Marin librarv and 
Room 332 in the Marin Civic Center. 


San Rafael Chamber of Commerce 
directors voted 6-3 yesterday to oppose 
passage of Proposition 18 — the so-called 
obscenity initiative — on the Nov. 7 ballot 
after a lively round of debate at a 
chamber luncheon. 
The action came amid votes on all 
state ballot measures. 
The obscenity initiative would crack 
down on exhibitors and purveyors of 
pornography, as well as restrict what can 
be exhibited, printed or displayed. 
One director flatly called the measure 
censorship. 
“ To legalize this kind of censorship 
would open the door for other censor­ 
ship,” warned Robert G. McGushin. “ Let 
the parents take care of this matter.” 
Another director urged that the obscen­ 
ity question be left to the Legislature and 
the courts. 
“ I can't agree,” declared Chamber 
President Jack E. Bueknum. “ Too many 
of these guys are getting away with 
smut. Things have gotten too lax and I'd 
like to see the clamps put on it,“ he said. 
Director Sig K. Herzog said the mea­ 
sure represented unfair regulation. 
“ What you may call smut I may find to 
be interesting reading,” he said. 
The state Chamber of Commerce has 
supported passage of the measure, while 
the San Francisco chamber has taken no 
position. 
The chamber also took a position 


against Proposition 1, which would allow' 
a $160 million bond issue to provide for 
public community college facilities. Both 
the state and San Francisco chambers 
have backed the measure. 
“ Fifty per cent of college students are 
there to tear this country down and wave 
the Viet Cong Hag." one director de­ 
clared. Another also argued against the 
proposal, saying enrollment at communi­ 
ty colleges was increasing, but at a 
decreasing rate. 
Directors voted unanimously to oppose 
Proposition 20. the coastal /one conserva­ 
tion initiative. The vote was taken in the 
face of a plea for backing of the measure 


by Merritt A. Robinson, county parks and 
recreation commissioner. 
“ A narrow-minded group of conserva­ 
tionists. ecologists, birdwatchers and 
flower lovers are behind this measure,” 
said director Louis Dela Valle “ This is 
nothing more than a moratorium.”

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Writer Bothered By Recurring 
Cold Sores On The Upper Lip 


Mrs. A. J. from Seattle wrote the following: 
“ For many years Fve had recurring cold 
sores on my upper lip and always in the same 
spot. At one time they were related to 
menstruation, but now that I’m in the meno­ 
pause, they crop out whenever I am under 
stress or tension. 
“ Furthermore, I always know when the 
little blisters are coming on. I feel feverish 
and tired. My upper lip begins to burn or is 
irritated. Within a day or two, the area 
becomes red and several blis­ 
ters form. These rupture and 
the secretions result in a scab. 
Ten days later, the lesions are 
gone, especially if they have 
been kept clean and dry. Is 
there no end to this?” 
Herpes viruses are stubborn 
critters. Lip involvement is not 
so bad as herpes of the eye, 
central nervous system, or gen­ 
itals. Types 1 and 2 infections 
are noted. By age 5, most of us 


have had our first encounter 
with the virus. 


THE MICROBES are passed 
along mainly by trauma and 
close contact. Initially the in­ 
fection is recognizable in only 1 
per cent of the victims who 
develop a three-week illness. 
The remainder develop an in­ 
fectious process too mild to 
recognize or distinguish from a 


cold. We know this takes place 
because protective antibodies 
are found in the blood. 
Years later, recurrences are 
triggered by exposure to the 
cold, ultraviolet light, fever, 
menstruation, emotional upsets, 
or trauma. This is our Seattle 
reader’s problem. A specific 
preventive is not available, but 
a 
number of remedies help 
after the lesions develop. Sever­ 
al antiviral agents are. on the 
market, but, to my knowledge, 
the most successful is IDU, an 
ocular product. Applications of 
zinc chloride, camphor, alum, 
and tincture of benzoine hasten 
healing. Ultraviolet light also is 
useful. 
PHOTODYNAMIC inactiva 
tion is promising as a new 
approach to the treatment of 
herpes. The blisters are rup­ 
tured and a proflavine or neu­ 
tral red dye is applied. Then 
the lesions are exposed to an 
ordinary fluorescent desk lamp 
for five to 15 minutes at a 
distance of six inches.

Added responsibilites rarely 
help the emotionally disturbed. 
Moreover, a jittery adult may 
have a disturbing influence 
upon the children in a nursery. 
On the other hand, there is no 
better treatment for nervous­ 
ness than to spend more time 
thinking of others and less time 
thinking of self.

Comfort, Space and Lighting 
Needed For Good Working Spot 


Give every youngster the 
right kind of spot to do home­ 
work. where he or she can sit, 
work and see with comfort and 
efficiency. 
Homeowrk for grade school 
pupils demands an average of 
320 hours a year, it has been 
estimated, and more for high 
schoolers. If you expect the 
youngster to do all the work 
and do it well, he or she should 
have a proper “ homework- 
shop.” 
Mam ingredients of a home 
study center are a comfortable 
chair, ample desk space and 
proper lighting — located in a 
quiet and private corner of the 
house. Such a spot also helps 
e n ric h w ell-earn ed leisu re 
hours. 
Perhaps the ingredient most 
often missed is lighting that’s 
bright enough but balanced and 
always where it’s needed Ef­ 
fects of poor lighting can range 
from poor study habits to edgi­ 
ness, fatigue and even head­ 
aches from eyestrain 
Wall bracket fixtures, prop­ 
erly selected and properly lo­ 
cated at the desk, offer excel­ 
lent solutions, according to 
consultants of “ Light for Living 
C enters” of the 
American 
Home Lighting Institute (AH- 
LI). 
The Marin area “ Light for 
Living Center” is Lights of 
Rafael, Inc., 118 Jacoby St. 
Wall fixtures stay put, don’t 
tip over and free the desk top 
for maximum working surface. 
Here are two alternate recom­ 
mendations for lighting the 
desk area: 
1) A pair o. 80-watt wall 
fixtures mounted

of the desk. The ligm

should be 30 inches apart, with 
bottoms o* the shades 15 inches 
above the desk top. 
2) A wall bracket extending 
the length of the work area, 
also mountej about 15 inches 
above the desk Such a fixture 
should use two 15- or 20-watt 
fluorescent tubes, six inches 
from the wall, with a faceboard 
shield that distributes light up­ 
ward and downward. 
A study area that is condu­ 
cive to proper read ,g should 
avoid lighting that is too dim, 
too glaring or too harshly con­ 


trasting in brightness and shad­ 
ow. Also be sure that the desk 
faces a light-colored wall — 
never a window that will reflect 
glare. 


There should be other lights 
elsewhere in the room besides 
the desk area so as to balance 
the lighting and avoid the eyes­ 
train of contrasts.

study center for proper lighting 
levels and attractive decor is 
available from “ Light for Liv­ 
ing Center” consultants. 


Competing with the distrac­ 
tions of television, conversation 
and outside activities is difficult 
enough when homework calls.

Retail Carpeting— An Industry

With 
the 
exception of the 
Fuller Brush man and the Avon 
lady (maybe it should be the 
Fuller Brush gentleman or the 
Avon woman?) little attempt is 
made today to effect sales with­ 
in the home.

According to Mrs. Lee Kolk- 
er. vice-president of styling for 
C.H. Masland & Sons, the car­ 
pet specialty stores are expand­ 
ing tjieir at-home selling tech­ 
niques. 


“Traditionally, the specialty 
stores have not shown their 
carpets in room settings, princi­ 
pally because of floor space 
limitations and lack of accesso­ 
ries at hand,” she explained. 


Now many of the specialty 
stores are ca rry in g d ra p e ry 
lines and some of the hard- 
surface floor coverings.

Another season of barn, ga­ 
rage and tag sales is upon us 
and many am ateurs will find 
little treasures that are bar­ 
gains. 
But many people acquiring 
antiques and lovely old-fash­ 
ioned home furnishings aren ’t 
really sure how to clean, repair 
or store their new acquisitions, 
even though tender, loving care 
is necessary to keep great cabi­ 
network 
and other tre a su u s 
looking fit for their age. 
A timely book, ‘‘The Care and 
Keeping of Antiques” by Epsie 
Kinard, provides some answers 
that may help new collectors 
preserve things of value. Here 
are some of her suggestions 
about furniture: 
Country pine, poplar and oak 
if dry and unsealed require oil 
plus rubbing for an oil-rubbed 
finish that gives it a special 
look. It provides sheen without 
shininess. 
This may be accomplished 
with a recipe used by conserva­ 
tors at the Brooklyn Museum to 
clean and shine furniture: One- 
third vinegar, one-third turpen­ 
tine, one-third boiled linseed oil. 
Apply mixture with a damp 
cloth, 
keeping 
in 
mind that 
linseed oil has a darkening ef­ 
fect and should be wiped off 
within a short time. Many wip­ 
ings are necessary to make 
sure there is no residue, unless 
one wants to darken the piece. 
Linseed concoctions should al­ 
ways be used sparingly. 
Lacquer: To remove a dulling 
film use a homemade paste of 
flour and olive oil. Apply it with 
a soft, clean cloth and rub it on 
with a circular motion. After 
wiping off paste, polish it with 
an old nylon stocking. For a 
light cleaning of surface soil, a 
household spot remover may be 
wiped on and removed instant­ 
ly. 
Damp cloths should no be 
used 
on 
lacq u er 
t 
clean 
smudges or fingerprints as a 
wooden base may swell and 
reject the lacquered surface. 
Many lacquered pieces have 
paper foundations which might 
cause peeling if water is used. 
Mahogany, walnut, rosewood, 
fruitwood, cherry, maple, but­ 
ternut pieces can be made love­ 
lier 
by 
hand 
polishing 
to 
achieve low-key gleam. 
After repairing such a piece 
with a wax filler, liquid or 
solid, the furniture should be 
waxed sparingly with a hard 
paste wax 
and rubbed with 
flannel. A thin coat of wax and 
much rubbing will do the trick. 
Hand rubbing provides the 
most beautiful patina.) 
Marquetry, the little inlaid 


designs one finds in some old 
pieces of furniture, can be kept 
from becoming bone dry by 
lubricating and cleaning them 
now and then with a little olive 
oil. Apply it with a cotton- 
tipped toothpick or wooden 
match and rub it with a clean, 
soft cloth. Do not get the oil on 
the adjoining wood. After re­ 
moving surplus oil from the 
marquetry, dry it and polish it. 


Wicker: 
Antiques made of 
natural unpainted willow twigs 
may be cleaned by mixing a 
tumbler each of peroxide and 
vinegar into a pail of water and 
applying it with a sponge. Rinse 
it with clear water. Let dry 
thoroughly before using furni­ 
ture. Clean painted furniture 
with a sponge and clear water 
several times a year. Wetting 
down wicker furniture — paint­ 
ed and unpainted — once a year 
with a garden hose or putting it 
under a shower will keep it 
from drying out. (Chinese fami­ 
lies cover wicker with layers of 
wet newspapers to preserve the 
furniture until they return from 
a vacation.) 


If wicker is to be repainted, 
rub the fuzzy fibers that have 
roughed up with wear with 000 
sandpaper, following the lines 
of the grain, then repaint. 


Bamboo or bird’s eye maple 
that 
has 
been turned and 
carved to resemble bamboo has 
been popular since 1800s when 
these pieces began arriving 
from the Far East. It needs 
only regular dusting and a light 
waxing occasionally to deter 
marks and stains. 
Cane should be dampened 
once a month during the steam 
heat season to counteract dry­ 
ness. Let dry before using it. If 
soil 
must be removed wipe 
canework clean with a sponge 
dipped in soapy warm water 
and wrung out nearly dry. Use 
a mild soap. Rinse with clear 
water. Let it dry thoroughly. 
Washing furniture: Some peo­ 
ple frown on using soap and 
water on fine furniture, others 
believe it provides a fresh look. 
Experiment on a small spot. If 
the spot turns white, do not use 
the following method of clean­ 
ing. 


. . . First remove wax with 
mineral spirits or synthetic tur­ 
pentine and proceed at full 
speed to squeeze a sponge al­ 
most dry of suds mixture made 
with good quality soap, and 
then wash, rinse and dry a 
small section before going on. 
Dust should be whisked out of 
wood carvings with a bristle 
brush that is covered with a dry 
wash-cloth. Let furniture stand 
24 hours to dry before rewax- 
ing. 


Insect infestation m ay be 
spotted when tiny mounds of 
colored powder are observed 
under an old piece of furniture. 
These might be controlled with 
household insect sprays aimed 
directly at the holes. Or an 
exterminator might be consult­ 
ed. 
A good climate for furniture 
is a relative humidity of around 
50 and a temperature of 70 
degrees. M oisture should be 
controlled with humidifier or 
dehumidifier, if necessary. 
Furniture may warp, twist 
and even crack if it is exposed 
to too much sunlight.

Wealthy Decorator Says Taste 
More Important Than Money 


By KATHLEEN NEUMEYER 
LOS ANGELES (I'PI) - Ber­ 
nard Gelbort earns fees up to $2 
million for planning the interior 
decorating for the Palm Beach 
and Southam ptom homes of 
wealthy clients. But he says 
taste and money don't neces­ 
sarily go together. 


“ Taste is far more impor­ 
tant. 
he adds. “ A young m ar­ 
ried couple with. say. $1,000 to 
spend on the furnishings for a 
whole apartment can achieve a 
very smart effect with taste 
and simplicity. You don't have 
to spend a lot of money. 


“ Color is the most important 
element. You need to choose 
colors you can live with day in 
and day out.” 


He says soft shades, such as 
beige and white, are often very 
restful. 


Gelbort recommends that no 
m atter how limited the budget, 
an interior decorator be con­ 
tacted. if only for an hour’s 
consultation. 
“ Of course, you can't go to 
the most expensive decorator, 
because they're too snobbish.“ 
he said. 
“ You need to find a decorator 
who specializes in $40,000 or 
$50,000 houses, and an hour's 
consultation would probably 


cost about $35.“ 
If a couple prefers modern 
styles, they should look for a 
designer they know specializes 
in that field, he cautions. 


“ I wouldn’t be able to help 
someone who wanted chrome 
and glass,” he said, “ because 
that just isn’t my thing. I like 
antiques." 


Gelbort says young couples 
with taste who frequent auc­ 
tions can often pick up pieces 
for $40 or $50 which will be 
worth $1,000 in 15 years. 


“ The old craftsmen are gone, 
and good objects d art are be­ 
coming scarcer and scarcer,” 
he said. 


“ Within 35 years only the 
very wealthy will be able to 
afford 
antique 
furniture and 
very fine objects of art." he 
said “ and I'm not talking about 
people with $300,000 or $400,000 
homes 
I'm talking about peo­ 
ple like Onassis.” 
Gelbort says a couple with a 
limited budget shouldn’t blow it 
all on one major piece. 
“ They need a couple of com­ 
fortable chairs to sit in. and 
then they can add some good 
pieces,” he said. 
“ They can add a lot of 
warmth with books. Just a sim­ 
ple plank bookcase filled with 


books can have a very warm 
effect. 


“ The two cheapest and sim­ 
plest elements in decorating, 
which can add great effect, are 
books and plants.” 


Houseplants fill up space and 
have an attractive appearance, 
according to Gelbort. 


He has been an avid antique 
collector himself since he was a 
student at the Chicago Art In­ 
stitute. beginning his collection 
with a Chinese vase from the 
H ’an dynasty. 


“ Actually I bought it for a 
lamp. I really didn't know what 
I was getting. 
“ Some people collect guns. I 
collect antiques. 
1 wish they 
would start an Antique Buyers 
Anonymous, because I know I 
can t control myelf. 
“ At auctions when the prices 
are going up. I resent other, 
people for bidding against me." 
Gelbort has acquired several 
hundred 
fine 
ex am p le s 
of 
C hinese dynastic antiquities 
from the H an dynasty, dating 
from 220 to 140 A.M., the T an g 
and Wei dynasties, and 18th 
Century Persian and Japanese 
ceramics. 
Mostly, he keeps them for his 
own pleasure “ but one horrible 
woman came in and saw' them, 


and now she wants to buy 
them .” 
I m hysterical, because of 
course I want the money, but I 
don’t want to part with them .” 
he said. 
“ Eight y ea rs ago when I 
opened the antique shop. I 
brought in a big T ang horse to 
dress up the place and put a big 
price on it so it wouldn't sell. 
While I was away, someone 
bought it. I made a big profit on 
it. but it would be worth much 
more today.”

B arrett’s back-to-na- 
fure bedroom has a canopy bed 
with tendrilled metal flowers 
climbing up its white-painted 


posters. 
Wall are dark blue 
lattice over white, and the treil- 
lage is ca rrie d through the 
halls. A small white bathroom 
picks up the blue and white 
motif in a handsome tailored 
w a ll p a p e r . B le a c h e d w h ite 
floors are hand-stenciled in 
flowers.

One living room provided an 
enormous feeling of solitude in 
its hushed atmosphere. In tones 
of deep grays, it had floor-to- 
ceiling louver-shuttered walls, 
long grav-painted metal cylin­ 
ders from the ceiling projecting 
light, among other innovations. 
Many decorators close off win­ 
dows in cities where views on 
lower floors may overlook bleek 
courtyards or other uninspiring 
views, and this room showed 
the advantages of shutting out 
distractions.
